being the first time that a New York 
newspaper has been delivered in San 
Francisco on the day on which it was} 
issued. 

Lieutenant Maughan passed over 
Vacaville, about twenty-five miles in 
an air line from San Francisco, at 
9:26 P. M. He passed the south end 
of Mare Island, reaching San Fran- 
cisco Bay at 9:35 P. M,. 

As soon as the plane landed news- 
paper men broke through police lines 
which were holding back a huge crowd 
lining the field and greeted the flier. 

A few seconds later the mammoth 
throng of spectators, cheering and 
shouting, while automobile sirens 
shrieked in a bedlam of noise, surged 
over the landing field and surrounded 
the plane.

Maughan dropped down on the field 
at the northeast corner, and taxied to 
the center of the field, where he be- 
came the center of a surging, shout, 
ing, wildly-excited mass of spectators.

Maughan’'s landing at 9:48 P. M. 
made his time for the 2,850 miles air 
dash from New York, including 
five re-fueling stops en route, 21] 
hours, 48% minutes, slightly under 
his original estimate of the time the 
flight would consume. 

Apparently almost 
emotion and jubilant at 
had achieved, Lieutenant 
seemed unable to speak 
when his plane came to a stop. His 
face bore a serious and drawn expres- 
sion. 

He was lifted bodily from the cock- 
pit by his cheering comrades of the 
Army Air Service and carried on their 
shoulders through the swirling crowd

In a message of congratulation 
transmitted to the Lieutenant by The 
Associated Press General Patrick, 
Chief of the Arm~ Air Service, said: 

‘Congratulations on the achieve- 
ment of a wonderful feat. You have 
fulfilled every confidence I had in you. 
You have brought prestige to yourself, 
the Army Air Service and to America. 
Not only from a military, but from a 
commercial standpoint, this flight is 
epochal. I am proud of you. God 
bless you!’’

The Lieutenant left Salduro, Utah, 
his last stop, in high spirits, with his 
plane working without a flaw, at 5:51 
P. M. (Pacific time). He made the 
first nine miles westward from Sal- 
duro in four minutes—faster than two 
miles a minute. 

As reports of the aviator’s progress 
steadily toward the west rolled into 
San Francisco interest in the flight 
began to rise to fever heat.

Issuance of Series of 
Denials Marks Day 
in His Camp. 


GAIN IN VOTES CLAIMED 


Story That Doheny Has Fi- 
nanced Campaign Branded 
by Rockwell as “Utter Lie.” 


McADOO HITS PRESS AGAIN 


In Two Speeches He Complains 
That Newspapers Are Not Giv- 
ing Him ‘“‘a Square Deal.” 


Supporters of William G. McAdoo 
were on the.defensive yesterday and a 
series of denials of the opposition’s 
claims and charges-were made from his 
headquarters in the Hotel Vanderbilt. 

Judge David Ladd Rockwell, the Mc- 
Adoo national campaign manager, de- 
nied the reports that Mr. PicAdoo had 
lost a number of delegates to one or 
another of the anti-McAdoo combina- 
tion. He also denied the charge, made 
in a story in The Evening Post, that 
the McAdoo campaign had been fi- 
nanced by Edward L. Doheny, the oil 
magnate, Judge Rockwell declared that 
Mr. Doheny had not _contributed one 
cent to the McAdoo campaign and as- 
serted that the charge was inspired by 
the ‘‘predatory interests’? in an at- 
tempt to block the nomination of ‘‘the 
one man they really fear.’’ 

It was also evident that the McAdoo 
leaders were trying to sidestep the Klan 
issue. Ex-Senator James D, Phelan of 
California, who is to nominate Mr. Mc- 
Adoo, expressed the official McAdoo. at- 
titude toward the adoption of an anti- 
Klan plank by saying that, much as he 
“abhorred”’ the Klan, he did not think 
it advisable to dignify it by a specific 
condemnation in the platform. 

Mr. McAdoo, in two addresses to dele- 
gates during the day, renewed his as- 
sault on the metropolitan press for what 
he characterized as unfair tactics, and 
declared his confidence that victory for 
‘‘progressive Democracy,’’ with himself 
as leader was as certain as though 


|already recorded. He assured delegates 


from the delegates and cries of ‘‘we are 
to his hotel upon their arrival that a 
statement in circulation that they would 
“betray” their trust was a libel upon 
them and their States. He told them 
they had not come here to “‘betray, but 
to execute a trust.”’ 

Mr. McAdoo’s second address of the 
day was “elivered at a luncheon given 
to women delegates to the convention by 
Mrs. J. Borden Harriman, and Miss 
Carolyn Ruutz-Rees. 

Renewing his attack on the New York 
newspapers, he declared that he was 
but added that his hearers 
knew he was not getting ‘‘a square deal’’ 
from the metropolitan press. 

Judge Rockwell, in denying any loss 
of McAdoo delegates, declared that ex- 
actly the contrary was true and that 
Mr. McAdoo had made slight gains dur- 
ing the last two days. 

Gained Rather Than Lost, He Said. 


“The stuff you have been hearing is 
just curbstone and hotel lobby talk,” 
he said to a group of newspaper re- 
porters. ‘‘It is the same kind of talk 
you heard in Washington last Spring 
when you were told that Mr. McAdoo 
could not win the nomination. You see 
now how baseless that kind of ‘talk 
was. Mr. McAdoo has won the dele- 
gates, and the same persons who said 
he could not get them admit that he 
got them. 

“We not only haven’t lost a delegate 
but we have gained some, and Mr. Mc- 
Adoo will show a reserve strength that 
will surprise you. 

“There is a reason for this kind of 
talk. It is put out to influence the ar- 
riving delegates by the managers of op- 
posing candidates. It isn’t true, and it 
can’t decelve any one. 

“I base my statement to you on ac- 
tual knowledge. We have a manager 
and two assistant managers on every 
McAdoo delegation. They report to our 
different zone leaders, who report to 
Breckenridge Long, our chief of staff. 
Mr. Long reports to me, and I report 
to the chief. In addition we have a 
number of scouts who know what is 
going on in delegations not supposed 
to be supporting Mr. McAdoo. 

“I know that Mr. McAdoo is gaining 
instead of losing ground. Any state- 
ment to the contrary is just pure polit- 
ical bunk, put out for the purpose of 
deceiving the delegates and visitors.”’ 

In denying the charge that Mr. Do- 
heny, who retained Mr. McAdoo to pro- 
tect his Mexican oil interests, had 
financed the latter’s campaign, Judge 
Rockwell said: 

“The assertion contained in an article 
in the New York Evening Post, owned 
and controlled by the rich Republican 
Curtis interests, that the pre-convention 
campaign of Mr. McAdoo was financed 
by E. L. Doheny, is, of course an utter

‘Fair and Cooler’ Promised 
For the Convention Today 


Fair and cooler weather is promised 
for the opening day of the Demo- 
cratic National Convention today by 
the Weather forecaster at the White- 
hall Building. The prediction ‘‘partly 
cloudy and cooler’’ was sent out last 
night from the Weather Bureau. 
There will be fresh fiorthwest winds 
blowing over Madison Square Gar- 
den regardless of what breezes may, 
be stirring within. 

The weather will be an improve- 
ment over yesterday although neither 
temperature nor humidity was ab- 
normal. The highest point reached 
yesterday was 81 degrees at 1 P. M.

MORE GAINS COUNTED 
BY SMITHS BACKERS 


Delegates From 21 States Tell 
Governor They Are For Him 
—Six From Colorado. 


MACK WORKS ON THE SOUTH 


Deal With Taggart Reported— 
Morgenthau Assails McAdoo 
as “Disinherited Heir.” 


Adherents of Governor Smith began an 
intensive campajgn yesterday among 
delegates known to have Smith leanings 
to get them to favor the New York Gov- 
ernor in event the McAdoo _ forces 
weaken after the first test of strength 
in the convention. Word has gone out 
among the Smith workers that the Mc- 
Adoo strength was showing signs of 
waning. and that this is the psychological 
time to put Smith over. 

“Get out and do missionary work,’’ 
was the advice given the Smith men by 
Franklin D. Roosevelt at a meeting of 
the New York State Committee for the 
nomination of Alfred E. Smith at the 
Smith headquarters in the Prudence 
Building, Forty-third Street and Broad- 
way. Mr. Roosevelt aroused the mem- 
bers of the committee to great enthusl- 
asm when he told them the Governor's 
prospects never looked better. 

An unmistakable feeling of confidence 
was apparent in the headquarters after 
Mr. Roosevelt had had a long confer- 
ence with Tom Taggart, the Democratic 
‘‘boss’’ of Indiana. Mr. Roosevelt said 
the conference was satisfactory but 
would not go into details. 


Smith to See Taggart Later. 


Governor Smith did not meet Mr. Tag- 
gart, but it was said they would confer 
in a short time. The fact that the In- 
diana delegates in caucus had voted for 
Senator Ralston did not lessen the belief 
among the Smith men that Mr. Taggart 
would throw Indiana’s support to New 
York's Governor when the proper time 
came, A perfect working agreement 
among the Tammany-Taggart-Brennan 
forces is said to have been reached. 

The fact that Edmund H. Moore, a 
strong Smith sympathizer, had been 
elected National Committeeman by the 
Ohio delegation also cheered the Smith 
people. The Ohio delegation will be for 
James M. Cox on the first ballot, but 
Moore is expected to swing the delega- 
tion to Smith when the first breakaway 
from favorite sons sets In. In fact, the 
result of the caucuses of many of the 
State delegations gave a favorable reac- 
tion to the Smith forces. They con- 
sidered that they had got more than an 
even break. 

Norman E. Mack, National Committee- 
man from New York, will be one of the 
Smith supporters to do missionary work 
among delegates who still are uncon- 
vinced of Governor Smith's availability 
as a Presidential candidate. Mr. Mack 
will confine his Smith propaganda to 
the Southern delegates. 


Opposition in South Breaking. 


“Many of the delegates,”’ he said, ‘‘are 
coming to realize that Al Smith is the 
man to be named if we are to carry the 
industrial East and North, including 
States like Massachusetts, Connecticut, 
New York and New Jersey. I am also 
sure fat much of the opposition to 
Smith from the South is breaking down. 
This is the political change that I have 
noticed within the last twenty-four 
hours.”’ 

Governor Smith and his campaign 
manager had an active day. They saw 
delegates from twenty-one States and 
discussed with them the Governor’s 
availability as a candidate. The Gov- 
ernor passed most of the afternoon re- 
viewing the munipical parade, and re- 
ceived an ovation when he left the Bilt- 
more Hotel to go to the reviewing stand. 
Thousands were jammed about Madi- 
son Avenue’ and Forty-second Street 
when the Governor, accompanied by 
Rodman Wanamaker, Chairman of the 
Mayor’s Reception Committee, started 
for the reviewing stand, escorted by’ a 
squadron of mounted police, 

A great cheer broke from the crowd.

PLATFORM PROBLEMS GROW 


League Planks Pressed 
by Baker, House and 
Foreign Policy Body. 


ASSOCIATION AT ONCE ASKED 


Referendum on Full Membership 
Suggested—More Anti-Klan 
Proposals Are Offered. 


FARM GROUPS DEMAND AID 


Immigration, Naturalization and 
Equal Rights for Women 
Are Among Offerings. 


A League of Nations plank, possibly 
with reservations somewhat like the 
Lodge reservations accepted by the Sen- 
ate in 1919, assumed yesterday a com- 
manding position in contentious discus- 
sions on the platform. It became an- 
other driving, wedge employed by the 
anti-McAdoo forces to break down the 
lead of McAdoo and weaken him before 
the convention. 

The arrival of Newton D. Baker, for- 
mer Secretary of War, brought to the 
fore the League of Nations issue and 
caused the platform makers to revise 
their previous view, that the League is- 
sue could not be vitalized at this con- 
vention and that opposition to the Ku 
Klux Klan and other domestic questions 
and the inefficiency of the Republican 
Administration were to comprise the 
outstanding issues. 

While the League of Nations issue 
forced itself into the arena yesterday as 
a new and compelling force, leaders are 
not overlooking the political significance 
attached to the anti-Klan agitation. 
Those demanding the inclusion of an 
anti-Klan plank in the platform ap- 
peared to be more numerous yesterday 
than on the previous day. 

Organizations favoring the League of 
Nations joined forces yesterday and 
drafted a plank for submission. The 
meeting was called by the Foreign Pol- 
icy Association, and more than a dozen 
representatives of as many organiza- 
tions were present. Professor James T. 
Shotwell explained the new draft treaty 
on disarmament. 

Senator Underwood arrived with his 
strong anti-Klan plank, patterned after 
the plank on ‘“‘know-nothingism’’ in the 
1856 platform, amended to name the Ku 
Klux Klan as an organization working 
against American institutions. 

William J. Bryan threw into the dis- 
cussion an anti-Klan plank sent to him 
by E. H. Callahan of Louisville, a prom- 
inent Catholic. The Indiana delegation 
framed a compromise plank which, 
while not mentioning the Klan, declares 
against its activities. 

Newton D. Baker, named by the Ohio 
delegation as its member on the Resolu- 
tions Committee, became the leader, who 
from now on will help largely to direct 
the battle against McAdoo, by reason of 
his position, for the League of Nations 
and opposition to the Klan. He was in- 
structed by the Ohio delegation te exert 
his efforts to induce the Resolutions 
Committee to accept the Moore anti- 
Klan plank, printed yesterday. 


Colonel House Sends League Planks. 


Mr. Baker is expected to urge the 
inclusion of the League plank framed 
by the League of Nations Non-Partisan 
Association. Mr. Baker said he would 
not be uncompromising in his position, 
but would be willing to accept a League 
platform with reservations which would 
popularize the issue and satisfy those 
Americans who have been opposed to 
Articles X. and XVI. in the League 
covenant. 

In other words, Mr. Baker expects to 
make the League plank aceptable to 
the reservation Republicans and over- 
come the argument that becoming a 
member of the League would involve 
this country in the wars of Europe. 

Mr. Baker said he would work out 
the modified plank on the League after 
consultation with peace advocates and 
others interested in making the League 
an outstanding issue in the foreign rela- 
tions plank. He finds himself supported 
by Senator Glass, Senator Swanson and 
Colonel E. M. House, who was Mr. Wil- 
son’s confidential adviser. 

Colonel, House, now in Europe, sent 
yesterday to Cordell Hull, Chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee, 
suggestions on the League of Nations 
plank. These suggestions are said to 
be in accord with the present trend and 
counsel a League plank favoring proper 
reservations. 

Colonel House’s suggestions were made 
public, as the League issue was felt to 
be looming as the chief contention in 
platform ‘ discussion. His suggestions 
follow: 


The Democrats should declare in 
their platform that if successful at 
the polls next November they will 
pledge the President to ask Congress 
by joint resolutions to authorize the 
United States to become an associate 
member of the League of Nations, 
“without in any way committing the 
country to the covenant. Thus the 
fears of the timid could be dispelled 
regarding a superstate and.an entan- 
gling alliance. 

If the Democrats are courageous 
and wise, and worthy of leadership,

SMITH SPLITS CONNECTICUT 


Michigan, Divided on Candi- 
dates, Endorses the Proposed 
League Referendum Plank. 


Among the many delegation mect- 
ings yesterday and last night at which 





the prospects of the various candidates, 
details of organization and, to the dele- 
gates, the all-important matter of con- 
vention tickets, were discussed, that of 
the Missouri delegation, held at the 
Hotel McAlpin, was important in that 
it brought out the weakness and the 
strength of the McAdoo forces in the 
delegation, and for the moment put a 
stop to the talk of the anti-McAdoo 
allies gaining any votes in Missouri on 
the early ballots. 

The Missourians, after a rather long 
talk, in which the lines were clearly 
drawn, decided that the delegation 
should vote as a unit in the convention 
for Mr. McAdoo until that decision 
should be changed by a majority vote 
of the delegation itself. This motion, 
which was made by Judge Charles G. 
Mayer of St. Joseph, was carried by a 
yote of 26 to 10. 

As in the fight In the State itself, 
which resulted in what has been known 
as a McAdoo delegation being sent 
here, the issue yesterday was between 
the Reed and anti-Reed forces. It has 
been no secret that the delegation is 
for McAdoo first because he and his 
manager, David Ladd Rockwell, helped 
the now controling faction of the party 
in Missouri to defeat Senator Reed. It 
was a Reed man who brought up the 
question of the unit rule yesterday; 
it was an anti-Reed man who proposed 
the resolution that was carried. 

There had been talk all day that an 
effort would be made to break the unit 
rule. A proposal looking to this end 
was made soon‘after the delegation met 
by Joseph B. Shannon of Kansas City. 
The discussion’ that followed threatened | 
to be long, and Judge Mayer saw an 
opportunity to head it off. He put his 
motion and the vote by which it was 


carried indicated clearly the McAdoo 
and anti-McAdoo strength. . 


Friendly to Davis. 


The “resolution, however, binds the 
whole delegation to McAdoo until, by 
a majority vote, it decides to go to an- 
other candidate or to break up of its 


own accord. There is an element in 
the delegation allied with the McAdoo 
forces that favors the —s of the 
whole vote, as a unit, for John W. 
Davis, should it prove that Mr. McAdoo 
cannot be nominated. 

There were indications last night that 
the convention may be called on to pass 
on the validity of the unit as applied to 
Missouri, the rather vague contention 
being that the imposition of the unit 
rule by the delegation, and not by the 
State Convention, need not be recog- 
nized. The talk, however, seemed to 
be merely an outcome of the wrangle 
of the earlier evening. 

At the same caucus the 
disposed of the question of their stand 
on the abrogation of the two-thirds* rule 
by voting unanimously that the rule 
should stand. 

Judge Mayer was chosen as the del- 
egation’s representative on,the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions. He has not indi- 
cated what his attitude on a Klan 
plank may be, asking that all such 
matters be left to his judgment. It is 
believed, however, that he will favor!

TICKET GRAB CHARGE 
STARTS BITTER ROW 


Seatless Throngs Besiege Gar- 
den, Accusing McAdoo Men 
of Diverting 2,900 Places. 


PACKING OF HALL ALLEGED 


Cox Forces Are Angry Over Res- 
ervations for 100—Party 
Leaders in the Lurch. 


A bitter row over the distribution of 
tickets for the Democratic Convention, 
in the course of which McAdoo adher- 
ents who hold positions of power on 
important committees were accused cof 
attempting to pack the convention for 
their candidate and shut out as many 
as possible of the followers of other 
candidates, was precipitated yesterday. 

Among the McAdoo boomers whose 
names were mentioned in the contro- 
versy were J. Bruce Kremer of Mon- 
tana, Vice Chairman of the National 
Committee; Homer S. Cummings of 
Connecticut, choice of the McAdoo 
forces for the Chairmanship of the 
Resolutions Committee, and Isidore B. 
Dockweiler, National Committeeman 
from California. 

All of these men are members of the 
Committee on Arrangements of which 
Cordell Hull, Chairman of the National 
Committee, is Chairman ex-officio. Mr. 
Dockweiler is also Chairman of the 
Seating Committee, and Mr. Kremer is 
Chairman of the Ticket Committee, 

One of the charges made by the anti- 
McAdoo forces was that 2,900 reserved 
seat tickets had ‘‘disappeared’’ and 
apparently had gone into the hands of 
McAdoo camp followers, while only 
general admission guest tickets, which 
would be worthless when the convention 
hall was packed, had been given to the 
other candidates in the field against 
McAdoo, 

Only 100 Seats for Cox Adherents. 
The ‘‘ticket scandal’’- had reached 
proportions late in the afternoon, where 
it was a more absorbing topic among 
visitors to the convention from many 
States than the talk of booms and the

although promises had been made by 
National Committeemen and other polit- 
ical leaders.

Most of these 100 tickets, it was stated 
were what are known as general ad- 
mission tickets to the floor, balconies 
and galleries. ~ They carried no reserved 
seat privilege and it i$ well known that 
such tickets are not recognized by the 
guardians of the entrances to the con- 
gg hall when all of these seats are 

ed. 

There are few who doubt that the 

reserved seat holders will jam Madison 
Square Garden at every session. 
E. H. Moore, newly elected National 
Committeeman from Ohio and an ardent 
supporter of former Governor Cox for 
President, was one of the prominent 
figures in the storm centre of the row. 

Mr. Moore was demanding ‘tickets for 
followers of the Governor, but up to a 
late hour last night was having a diffi- 
cult time in getting any. There is to be

When the Democratic National Con- 
| vention assembles in Madison Square 
| Garden at noon today its offictal par- 
| ticipants will face a condition of party 
| affairs promising dramatic sensations. 
| Yesterday, a hectic period for most of 
|the leading men and women of the 
| Democracy, brought developments which 
stressed the possible danger of party 
differences of a serious character. 

This danger has its foundation in the 
spirited contest over the choice of a 
party candidate for President. Inter- 
woven with that aspect of convention 
business, however, and perhaps dis- 
placing it In chief importance, is the 
issue presented by the activities of the 
Ku Klux ‘Klan. On Sunday the Klan 
issue loomed big and threatening. Yes- 
terday it was even more dominating in 
its importance to the party. There 
appears to be no doubt that the party 
cannot now escape meeting this ques- 
tion, with all that the convention action 
on it may mean to party success in the 
Presidential and Congressional elections 
of this year. 

The Klan issue has been brought for- 
ward too prominently in preconvention 
manoeuvring to permit it to be ignored, 
even if there should be a general desire 
to do so.‘ To ignore it after all that has 
taken place here in New York in the 
past few days would be regarded as 
showing lack of courage and as enabling 
the Republican Party to make capital 
out of the perfunctory and cautious 
critical reference to religious intolerance 
contained in the national platform 
adopted by the Cleveland convention, 


Underwood to Demand Action. 


Senator Oscar W. Underwood of Ala- 
bama, who arrived in New York Sunday 
night, left no doubt yesterday that he 
intended to see to it that the Klan ques- 
tion should not be ignored. He an- 
nounced his intention to support the po- 
sition of the anti-McAdoo contingent 
that the Democratic Party platform 
must condemn the Klan by name. 

The Ohio delegation, by unanimous 
vote, instructed its member on the Reso- 
lutions Committee—Newton D. Baker, 
Secretary of War in President Wilson's 
Cabinet—to insist that the platform 
should contain the anti-Klan plank pre- 
pared by Edmond E. Moore of Youngs- 
town. This plank would pledge the 
Democratic Party ‘‘to oppose the activi- 
ties of the Ku Klux Klan or any similar 
organization which undertakes to con- 
trol or interfere with free political action 
or due process of law.”’ 

Yesterday brought also a reiteration 
of the determination of the anti-Klan 
leaders in the convention to have the is- 
sue fought out on the convention floor 
if the Resolutions Committee refused to 
incorporate a plank specifically con- 
demning the Klan. 

Yesterday also marked the arrival of 
many State delegations. Nearly all of 
them held meetings to select a Chair- 
man of the delegation, the State’s mem- 
ber! of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, and the delegation’s representa- 
tive on the Committees on Resolutions, 
Rules, Credentials, Permanent Organi- 
zation, and notification of the conven- 
tion’s nomination to the candidates se- 
lected for President and Vice President. 
In some of these meetings the Klan 
issue was brought forward. 


More Inrvads on MeAdoo. 


With the arrival in New York of the 
bulk of the delegates sentiment for the 
Presidential candidate had an oppor- 
tunity to show itself in a more definite 
way. There was no real crystallization 
of sentiment, however, sufficient to 
show a significant trend to any of the 
aspirants to the nomination for Presi- 
dent. 

At the same time it was apparent that 
some inroads were made in the strength 
of Willianr G. McAdoo, the storm centre 
of the contest and against whom the 
agitation for a strong anti-Klan plank 
is chiefly directed by the adherents of 
his principal opponent, Governor Smith. 

It was apparent that here and there 
a delegate or small group of delegates 
accounted by Mr. McAdoo’s friends as 
belonging to his camp had leanings to- 
ward others. 

If there existed yesterday what may 
be termed an outstanding development 


in the contest over the Presidential 
nomination, it lay in the step forward 
made by former Governor James M. Cox 
of Ohio. There is a general opinion 
among delegates, even among some of 
those devoted to Mr. Cox’s interests, 
that there is hardly a chance that he 
will be chosen as the party nominee, but 
it became apparent before the day was 
over that Mr. Cox’s management had 
assumed a militant position which could 
not fail to be impressive.

We insist that service, not 
profit, shall be the underlying motive 
of our postal system. An efficient 
service is essential to the economic 
welfare of our nation, and such effi- 
ciency can best be insured by estab- 
lishing wage standards high enough 
to attract and hold a competent and 
dependable personnel.

Proposals on Immigration, 


The American Defense Society sent a

The recent Immigration act approved 
May 26, 1924, was adopted in both 
houses by a non-partisan vote. By 
that act immigration from Europe is 
reduced t6 such numbers as can be 
assimilated. The various. national 
quotas are apportioned fairly as be- 
tween the various racial elements in 
our country today. The policy of the 
United States for the practical exclu- 
sion of peoples to whom our natural- 
ization laws do not apply is neces- 
sary, both for economic reasons and 
because of racial mixtures between 
our population, and such is harmful 
to both. The plan of eliminating, so 
far as possible, at the ports of de- 
parture immigrants who are inadmis- 
sible here is well calculated to reduce 
materially the numbers who will suf- 
fer the hardships of deportation. 


We deplore the fact that whether 
the United States shall join the 
League of Nations became an issue in 
party politics, and we believe that in 
the interest of permanent peace and

ing the farmers. 





In administering the law, great care 
must be taken to have adequate ap- 
propriations provided, to detect and 
exclude in particular other physical 
disabilities described in the statute, 
and those who are mentally dis- 
eased, so that they shall not becgme 
burdens on our public institutions. 
#Adequate measures must be taken 
to prevent the smuggling of immi- 
grants into our country across the 
Northern and.

FOR ‘KNOW-NOTHING’ PLANK 


Alabaman Recelves a Rousing Wel- 
come on His First Appearance 
at His Headquarters. 


Senator Oscar W. Underwood of Ala- 
bama asserted yesterday that the 
greatest issue facing the Democratic

Senator Underwood arrived at his 
headquarters in the Waldorf shortly 
after noon and received a rousing wel- 
come from several hundred friends who 
jammed the Old Colony rooms on the 
lobby floor. The cheering was led by 
an old Southern negro, Prince Robin- 
soh, a veteran of the Senate barber- 
shop in Washington. Prince has been 
Senator Underwood's barber for years. 
He arrived yesterday morning and 
promptly installed himself as_ chief 
whooper-up for the Alaoama Senator. 


Johnston to Be His Spokesman. 


His spokesman in the convention will 
be Forney Johnston, a leading lawyer 
of the South, who is to place Senator 
Underwood in nomination. Mr. John- 
ston has managed most of Senator 
Underwood's campaigns in Alabama and, 
with the late Senator Bankhead, was 
one of the Underwood managers at the 
1912 convention in Baltimore.

“Al's here!’ was the shout shortly 
afternoon at Fifty-ninth Street and 
Fifth Avenue, when Governor Smith, in 
a Panama hat, bow tie and sweetpeas, 
took his place in the reviewing stand at 
the Plaza. 

“Three cheers for the next President’ 


vociferously and repeated 
here and there. The few who didn't 
know the Governor personally pre- 
tended that they did and his two hands 
were kept busy returning salutes. 

A good second in the interest of the 
crowd was General Smedley D. Butler, 
the hero of the Battle of Philadelphia, 


who was one of the many notables in 
the reviewing stand. In front of the 
stand was the most gorgeous of all 
groups of fighting men, the Old Guard 
of New York, each man over seven 
feet tall in his bearskin shako. These 
mighty headpieces were moored by 
ponderous belts of yellow metal an- 
chored to the chin and lower lip. From 
the shoulders down the guardsmen had 
been dipped in Pactolus. Every man 
glittered like the lost jewels of the 
omanoffs. 

aoc was officially known as 
“Mayor Hylan’s Day.’’ Mayor Hylan 
was the bride of the occasion and the 
Governor and General Butler nothing 
more than maids of -honor. 

The Mayor marched at the head of 
the procession in solitary formation. He 
carried a silk American flag in his right 
hand. The left sleeve of his frock coat 
was lost in a field of scarlet satin on 
which was emblazoned in gold the 
words “Grand Marshal.’’ Behind him 
walked Grover Whalen, John F. Sinnott, 
Joseph Haag and Lieutenant Edward 
J. Quinn. Gold letters on red told the 
crowd that Grover Whalen was the 
Chief of Staff and the information was 
likewise conveyed that Sinnott, Haag 
and Quinn were Chief Aids, . 


Hylan Is Cheered All the Way. 


The Mayor was cheered all the way 
along the line of march. He sometimes 
got the rebel yell. Once or twice he 
was mentioned from the sidewalks for | 
the Democratic nomination for Presi- 
dent. There were a few jeers, usually 
from third and fourth story windows, 
where the jeerer was safe. The Mayor's 
flag and hat were kept in incessant ac- 
tivity, responding impartially to ap- 
plause and to complete silences. The 
Mayor could seemingly detect hands 
waving when the crowd seemed to be 
in a dead flat calm and he appeared 
to acknowledge shouts when you could 
hear a pin drop.

A few deft strokes and the Mayor's 
coiffure was _ reconstructed. Once or 
twice there were cheers for the Mayor’s 
dexterity in grooming himself. 

The greatest applause for the Mayor 
was at the stop in front of the New 
York Public Library. This outburst 
disturbed hundreds and hundreds of 
pigeons in their courtship on the roof 
and cornice, among the statues and 
other architectural features of the 
Library. They flew over the marchers, 
wheeled back and fluttered and settled 
down straight in rows on the cornice 
and other horizontal ledges. They had 
hardly broken up again into petting 
parties when the drums of the Seventy- 
first Regiment Band scattered them 
again. Their feelings were composed 
again when the bandmaster ordered a 
few bars of ‘‘Annie Laurie.’’ 


A Wasted Labor of Love. 


The most pathetic episode of the 
parade occurred just after Mayor 
Hylan had led the parade past Forty- 
fifth Street. Between the Mayor’s staff 
and the colonades of Commissioners in 


silk hats, three young women of. the 
Women's Democratic Committee had 
entered the parade leading a donkey. 
By way of painting the lily it was 
covered with Democratic insignia. In 
addition to that, it was done up in a 
broad sash cord and cascades of baby 
ribbon rippled from its neck. On its 
sides were panniers filled with sweet 
peas, 

One young woman led it by the bridle 
and the other two urged it forward 
from the sides by shout and blow.

Echoes arose as the great expanses of 
leather slammed the asphalt. 

Soon a clarinet began to _ tootle

ments joined and soon a volunteer jazz 
band was snoring and neighing. A hun- 
dred yards ahead Commissioner Enright 
and his special deputies were sweltering 
at attention, ignorant of the show be- 
hind them. 











At the end of the street-slapping the 
crowd shouted for more and showered 
the big negro with silver. The colossal 
shoes stamped the life out of each roll- 
ing piece. Every quarter and half was 
acknowledged by one thud on the bass 
drum. When the silver stopped coming 
the snake charmer repeated. When the 


order ‘‘Fall in!’’ came again Dixon 


thanked the crowd for $7.45 and started 
again on the sidewalk selling synthetic 
snakes for 15 cents apiece. 


Seaplanes Sail Over Avenue. 


When the parade was resumed after 
this long pause five seaplanes in forma- 
tion moved over the reviewing stand, 
echoing their engines from their wings. 

One of the amusements of the crowd 
was seeing how long the bicycle cops 
could stay seated on their black ma- 
chines when.the procession slowed down 
until it almost ceased to move. The 
trained cyclists moved almost imper- 
ceptibly. At times a man with good 
control could have tossed a sausage 


through any given pair of spokes. The 
whole bicycle formation at these perjods 
of stagnation resembled slow-motion 


| movies. 


A feature of the parade was a dem- 
onstration of the equipment used by the 
Police Department in crime detection 
and prevention, A 1917 patrol wagon 
drawn by two horses went alongside the 
motor patrol wagon to show how 
times were advancing. In addition were 
100 Police Department ‘‘flivers.”’ 

The reviewing stand became a bedlam 
of sound as each Fire Department ve- 
hicle slowed down jin front of it and 
vigorously sounded its siren. Probably 
the most uncomfortable marchers in the 
parade were a squad of firemen who 
wore gaS masks with oxygen tanks- 
strapped on their backs. Another pic- 
turesque touch was given by firemen 
who carried huge life-saving nets and 
still another group who were armed 
with sawed-off shotguns,

BEST “SMALL TOWN” 


Turns Itself Inside Out to Honor 
the Democrats, Discarding 
the Old Reserve. 


BIG SHOW CAUSES CHANGE 


City Residents Revert to Type and 
Even Wait to See the Mayor’s 


Parade.

Favored by better weather than any 
National Convention has had in recent 
years, the rear guard of Democrati« dele- 
gates and the great mass of convention 
visitors came to town yesterday to find 
New York turning itself inside out to do 
them honor. It was pure luck that yes- 
terday was perfect as to temperature, 
without the intense heat of Sunday or 
the cold rains which made the Republi- 
can Convention at Cleveland a miserable 
affair of sneezes and snuffles. But that 
the delegates who arrived yesterday saw 
the most intensive and successful effort 
to give visitors a good time that New 
York has ever made was due to the gen- 
tlemen who have organized this conven- 
tion celebration. 

Some of us may think their ideas are 
wrong. Some of us may feel that this 
glad-hand, come-and-see-what-we've- 
got hospitality befits a small town bet- 
ter than New York, and that our city 
woud! appear more dignified if it main- 
tained its traditional reserve. But it 
was not so to be, and yesterday made it 
pretty clear that if New York stoops to 
conquer and decides to get solid with 
small-town visitors by doing the small- 
town stuff it can be the best small town 
in the United States. 

New Yorkers are traditionally curious 
about trifles and negligent of major 
spectacles. A few compressed-air drills 
and a couple of steam shovels digging 
a hole in the rock foundation of our 
city can draw a crowd of three or four 
hundred at any time and anywhere, but 
when there is a big show New York 
passes by on the other side. 

New York didn’t do that yesterday, 
however. When residents of this city 
stand on the curb for two hours waiting 
to see the beginning of a parade, or sit 
for three hours perched precariously in 
windows along Fifth Avenue waiting for 
a parade to go by, it is a sign of chang- 
ing times and changing habits. New 
Yorkers, most of whom came originally 
from small towns, are reverting to type, 
at least for the period of this conven- 
tion. 

Hylan Advertises New York City. 


Whatever percentage of truth there 
may be in the general utterances of Wil- 
liam G. McAdoo, he said it’ when he 
called New York an imperial city. It is 
that, and Mayor Hylan, who has some- 
times seemed to derogate somewhat 
from our imperial qualities, came 
across nobly yesterday. His municipal 
parade was about as good an adver- 
tisement for the City of New York as 
could have been put up. 

What other city could spare for a 
mere street parade enough fire appara- 
tus to put out a four-alarm fire? What 
other city could put on such a dfsplay 
of the machinery used in fighting its 
fires and cleaning its streets, machinery 
novel and unfamiliar not only to visitors 
but to most of the inhabitants of the 
city, machinery of the latest mode, that 
its municipal parade looked almost like 
an industrial and mechanical exposition? 
Snow shovels that looked like tanks and 
made as much noise, fire engines that 
looked like anything bu* fire. engines, 
yet had three or four times as much 
power as the old-style fire engine—these 
trailed up Fifth Avenue right along 
behind the largest number of Ford runa- 
bouts ever assembled in one place out- 
side of the Ford factory. 

The Republicans in Cleveland, natu- 
rally, took comparatively little interest 
in their convention. It was settled in 
advance that Coolidge would be nomi- 
nated and that nothing would be said. 
Accordingly, Cleveland took its cue frdém 
the Republicans and displayed very 
little interest in either the convention 
or the Republicans. The Bolsheviks in 
St. Paul had more American flags than 
the Republicans in Cleveland; but New 
York’s display of flags and bunting— 
national flags, city flags, the unfamiliar 
but attractive standards of the city 
Police’ and Fire Departments—were 
enough to make a carpet that would 
cover every square inch inside the city 
limits of St. Paul “and Cleveland, too. 

What othen city could feed 3,500 dele- 
gates and alternates in a single res- 
taurant at one sitting, even if it does 
have to put them three tiers deep, and 
at the same time feed all the wives and 
husbands of delegates and alternates 
at another restaurant? 

What other city could 
play of concentrated wealth that was 


on display in that single line

| lowing Police Commissioner Enright—his 


Honorary Commissioners and Associate 
Commissioners and Special Deputy Com- 
missioners? Enough wealth to have paid 
off the pre-war national debt of the 
United States was in that line. They 
paused just below Thirty-fourth Street 
to let the crosstown traffic pass—three 
billion dollars mopping its collective 
brow as it stood at ease on the hot as- 
phalt—a man who rolled a medicine ball 
from one curb to the other could have 
bowled over three billion dollars and laid 
it flat on its morning-coated back. An 
imperial city, true enough. Why, the 
silk hats on display in that municipal 
parade were capacious egough to hold 
all the liquor that will be drunk by dele- 
gates from dry States during this whole 
convention. 

In that one respect, to be sure, New 
York is falling somewhat short of the 
expectations of delegates whose appetite 
has been whetted by the false promises 
of the Anti-Saloon League. The average 
delegate, if he wants to get thoroughly 
soused, will have to go down to Long 
Beach and take a plunge in the ocean. 
There is said to be liquor hereabouts, 
but not enough’ of it to scare any un- 
terrified Democrat back home before the 
convention is over. The situation seems 
to be that those who want it hard 
enough to look for it can get it. without 
much looking, but those who don't want 
it, if any there be—and even under pro- 
hibition there are a few delegates, es- 
pecially those from wet States, who still 
feel able to take it or leave it alone— 
don't need to have it thrust upon them. 


Times Change, But Bryan Never. 


Some of the wicked were circulating 
about the lobbies today a facsimile of 
the Nebraska ballot of 1890. That was 
a notable year. It was the year in 
which the Kaiser fired Bismarck and 
started running Germany. It was also 
the year ‘in which William Jennings 
Bryan started running for 6ffice. The 
Germans have got rid of the Kaiser by 
now, but the Democrats still have Bryan 
on their backs, which is another demon- 


stration of the familiar truth that the

In that year of 1890 Bryan was run- 
ning for Congress, and what is more, he 
was elected. Don’t worry, fellow citi- 
zens; that was long ago. It can never 
happen again. Bryan was elected, and 
across the top of the ballot on which he 
was elected was the streaming declara- 
tion that the Democratic Party is un- 
alterably opposed to prohibition. 

Times change and statesmen change 
with them; they change but they never 
quit, they die but they never resign.

A new Presidential boom was launched 
llast evening by the New Hampshire 
delegation, who put forward the first 
Democratic Governor elected in their 
State in fifty years, Governor Fred H. 
Brown. Privately the delegates admit 
they hope to put Governor Brown over 
for Vice President, and for that reason 
he will continue to be a favorite son 
for several ballots.

Hence it 
it believed that when Governor Brown's 
name is finally withdrawn New Hamp- 
shire’s eight votes will be cast for Mc- 
Adoo or for a Western dark horse. 

The visit of the New Hampshire dele- 
gates to McAdoo headquarters yester- 
day was explained as due to this desire 
for a man at the top of the ticket with 
whom Governor Brown might run. It 
is understood that they would welcome 
encouragement from the McAdoo camp. 
The McAdoo managers, however, have 
been approached by several would-be 
Vice Presidential candidates, and it is 
understood they have thus far refused 
to consider any deal,

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PREDICTS A COMPROMISE. 


Palmer_ for Underwood in Smith- 
McAdoo Impasse. 


A. Michell Palmer, former Attorney 
General and Alien Property Custodian, 
predicted yesterday at the Biltmore that 
neither Mr. McAdoo nor Governor Smith 
would be nominated. There must be a 
compromise candidate, he said, and Sen- 
ator Underwood was the strongest and 
most logical man the opposing factions 
could unite on. 

“The great enthusiasm now being 
manifested for Mr. McAdoo and Gover- 
nor Smith no doubt is a great tribute 
to both these men, but I am afraid that 
it presages disappointment for both of 
them,’’ said Mr. Palmer. ‘*The intense 


popularity which Governor Smith enjoys 
in New York and other parts of the East 
is in itself a, challenge to the West and 
the rest of the United States, for it is an 
undeniable fact that the delegates from 
the districts west of the Alleghenies are 
proverbially hostile to the choice of the 
New 'York delegation and Tammany 
Hall. 





New York, expected to get a large num- 
ber of the guest tickets for distribution 
among the Smith boomers, but found 
himself disappointed.

jin the search last night and by that 


time crowds of applicants had ap- 
peared at various anti-McAdoo head- 
quarters, and, after waiting around in 
vain for hours, had gone away dis- 
gruntled. 

Not a few of these applicants had let- 
ters frofn a National Committeeman or 
a prominent political leader promising 
them tickets. They were, in most in- 
stances proffered general admission 
tickets. Some took them and if their 
luck is good they may get into the Gar- 
den at some session when the crowd is 
small, if such a session occurs. Others 
rejected the proffer. 

The Illinois delegation was one which 
found itself in trouble similar to that 
experienced by the Ohio delegation, it 
is said. Charles Doeschenstein, National 
Committeeman from Illinois, who is said 
to have made a number of promises to 
give guest tickets, was reported in a 
fighting mood late yesterday afternoon. 

Wilbur Marsh of Iowa, former Treas- 
urer of the National Committee, was an- 
other political leader of prominence who 
was out of luck in keeping promises to 
get tickets. Marsh is anti-McAdoo, al- 
though the Iowa delegation is instructed 
under the unit rule to vote for McAdoo. 

Efforts were being made last night to 
arrange conferences between the dis- 
gruntled leaders and. the McAdoo men, 
who were being charged with attempting 
to pack the convention. There prom- | 
ises to be a bitter and open scandal | 
developed by tomorrow, when the con- | 
vention begins, unless some reallotment | 
of the ‘‘missing’’ tickets is made. 

The uncertainty of a satisfactory ar- | 
rangement being perfected at the last} 
minute lies in the reported fact that most 
of the reserved seat tickets which ‘‘‘dis- 
appeared’’ have already been distributed 
to guests who are McAdoo adherents. 

The National Committee last night re- 
quested that all persong holding letters 
signed by Chairman Hull stating that 
tickets to the convention had been al- 
lotted to them apply at Room 300, at the 
Waldorf before 11 o’clock today. Only 
a few of the tickets remain undelivered. 

Western and Southern delegates ex- 
pressed the opinion that they were being 
deprived of tickets in order that Tam- 
many followers might crowd the con- 
vention hall to root for Smith, whose 
rivals seized the opportunity to capital- 


| ize the anti-Tammany sentiment to the 


advantage of their candidates and 
against Governor Smith. 

One reason given for the shortage of 
tickets was that the actual number of 
delegates in attendance at the conven- 
tion exceeded the number authorized by 
the National Committee and hence the 
number of out-of-town visitors who lack 
official credentials and must obtain 
tickets to attend the convention is great. 
As many as 759 Georgians were said to 
be clamoring for admission. 

The cal lof the National Committee 
provided for 1,088 delegates. Several 
States increased their delegation, split- 
ting the votes accredited to them until 
the actual number of delegates is sald 
to be in excess of 1,400,

Renew Anti-American Feeling 


_ Before Learning That Other 
' Japanese Are Suspected. 


DEMONSTRATION STOPPED 


Guard Over Americans is Made 
Stronger—Los Angeles Police | 
Search for Murderers. | 


TOKIO, June 28 (Associated Press).— | 
Yokohama police authorities, owing to | 
the growing anti-American feeling | 
which is now intensified by the recent | 
California incidents involving Japanese, | 
have ordered a more strict control over 
agitation against Americans and 2) 
more complete protection for United | 
States nationals resident there. 

The police have prohibited the hold- | 
ing of a meeting which has been called. | 
for June 29 in Yokohama with the ob- | 
ject of protesting against exclusion. 

Official reports to the Foreign Office | 
from the Japanese Consulates in Cali- | 
fornia indicate that the recent murders | 
of two Japanese at San Pedro, Cal., 
were the result of underworld quarrels, | 
and that the local authorities had taken | 
the Belvidere, Cal., incident in hand | 
energetically. j 

July 1 is expected to be the next 
great day for anti-American demon- 
strations, as that is the day the exclu- | 
sion provision becomes effective. The, 
Black Dragon*® Society, a ‘‘patriotic or- | 
ganization,”’ has called a mgss meeting | 
in Tokio on that day and the Kyoto | 
reservists, who also have been energetic | 
in protesting the American action, also | 
are meeting at that time. 

Special detachments of police are | 
guarding the United States Embassy | 
and Consulate General here and the} 
Consulate in Yokohama. 

Evidences of the keenest resentment | 
broke out here after receipt of the news | 
of the slaying of two Japanese near San | 
Pedro last week, but with the arrival | 
of more detailed dispatches, indicating, | 
in the opinion of Japanese Government | 
officials, that the murders had no cone | 
mection with the Japanese-American | 
situation excitement subsided somewhat. | 

The news of the slaying was dis- | 
played with the greatest prominence in j 
all the newspapers. Leading “‘jingo”’ | 
publications appeared with inflamma- 
tory statements against America, 
prompted by the murders. 

The more influential newspapers 
withhold editorial comment, but the | 
*‘jingo’’ press, including the Kokumin, | 
Yorozu, Yamato and Chuo, comment 
bitterly. 

In a typical outburst the Yorozu 


points out the “danger to the lives of | — 


Japanese in the United States,’ de- 
claring it is a mere waste of time to 
argue with America, and. urging* the 
Government to take stronger measures. 
The newspaper recites alleged incidents 
of American violence toward foreigners, 
refers to American “‘imperialism’’ and 
*‘jingoism,’’ and concludes its article 
with the statement: 

“Let the Japanese people ask them- 
selves how long they can withstand the 
series of American unfriendly demon- 
etrations and persecutions.”’ 


Americans Are Reassured.

Los Angeles Inquiry Continues. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., June 23.—A

on June 19 at Belvedere, a suburb, |} 


which is referred to today in Tokio!

According to the Sheriff's investiga- 
tion, ten women and six men called at 
the home of Kawamoto after dark and 
demanded that they move away. Kawa- 
moto was pulled from the door by one | 
of the crowd, according to the Sheriff's | 
report, and the remainder began beat- 
ing him, as well as his wife and Naito. 
Kawamoto ran into the house and /! 
called the Sheriff's office, but when | 
officers responded the crowd had’ dis- | 
persed. 

Regarding the deaths of the two 
Japanese, Kaicheme Igarishi and Toma 
Yoshioko, near San Pedro several days 
ago, the city detective bureau still 
holds to its theory that these men were | 
killed in a gamblers’ or bootleggers’ | 
war. 

The authorities are continuing their 
investigation of the death of Frank C. 
Murrayama, Japanese whose body was

two days ago. The police are inclined

,Means Hints That Was Why 

Daugherty’s Friend 
Killed Himself. 


‘ADMITS GETTING BIG SUMS 


Defendant Swears He Turned Over 
All Liquor Permit Money 
to Smith. 


Gaston B. Means, former special agent 
of the Department of Justice, gave testi- 
mony yesterday before Federal Judge 
C. E. Wolverton and a jury in which he 
implied that Jess Smith, close friend of 
President Harding and former Attorney 
General Harry M. Daugherty, committed 
suicide because he feared indictment for 
grand larceny growing out of alleged 
whisky graft. 

Means swore that Smith killed himself 
the day after Means and his assistant, 
Elmer W. Jarnecke, refused to act as 
Smith’s agents in the restitution of 
$21,000 which, Means testified, Smith 
Was anxious to return to certain persons 
who had given the money in expectation 
of whisky withdrawal permits, 

Means and Jarnecke are on trial on 
the charge of conspiring to violate the 
prohibition laws in that they accepted 
bribes to withdraw whisky illegally. 
Means admitted yesterday that he had 
accepted many thousands of dollars 
from persons who wished to withdraw 
whisky, but he insisted that the liquor 
was to be withdrawn legally, that the 
money was for taxes and that the pay- 
ments were turned over by him to Jess 


Smith. He described Smith as being 
second in command at the Department 
| of Justice. 


Rules Smith Had No Anthority. 


Judge Wolverton ruled that Smith had 
mo authority, but that Means was 
entitled to an opportunity to show that 
he acted in good faith in accepting 
orders from Smith and carrying them 
out. The court held that even the letter 
from President Harding to Smith, after 
Means’s resignation from the Depart- 

, ment of Justice on Aug. 31, 1922, was 
without authority. Judge Wolverton 


held that as Smith had no official posi- 
, tion he could not properly issue orders 
to any employes of the Department of 
Justice. The letter from President 
Harding was dictated by Smith, accord- 
ing to Means, and submitted to Presi- 
dent Harding for signature. It author- 
ized Smith to engage Means for an 
investigation of the entire liquor situa- 
tion in the United States. 

Means said that when he undertook 
the investigation growing out of Presi- 
dent Harding’s letter to Smith, he 
understood that President Harding de- 
sired to know whether the Volstead act 
could be enforced and whether it should 
be modified in communities in which 
the people wanted it modified. 

Means completed his direct testimony 
without bringing out anything in sup- 
port of the promise of his attorney, 
Thomas B. Felder, that the defense 
would prove Means the victim of a 
“‘frame-up”’ by the Government induced 
by high officers affected by Means’s 
liquor investigations. 


Mellon May Testify on Thursday. 


It is expected that H. M. Daugherty 
and William J. Burns will be summoned 
by the defense. Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Andrew Mellon and his secretary, 
Arthur Sixsmith, had been subpoenaed 
for today, but they have been told that 
their testimony may not be required 
until Thursday. 

Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrandt, As- 
sistant Attorney General in charge of 
prohibition cases, who was in court yes- 
terday to aid Hiram C. Todd, special 
Assistant Attorney General, said that 
she might be called to the stand by the 
defense. Means has testified that he 
had letters from Mrs. Willebrandt to 
Federal officials in this city asking 
them to cooperate with him in his liquor | 
inquiries. Witnesses for the Government 
have charged that Means showed these 
credentials in inducing them to pay him | 
graft. 

“On May 20, 1923, Jess Smith com- 
mitted suicide,’’ said Means. “It was 
the day after I told him I intended to 
go before Congress and tell all about the 
transactions. Smith was worried about 
threatened indictments. Certain people 
wanted back a total of $21,000. Smith 
asked me and Jarnecke to return the | 
money. I refused and Jarnecke refused, 
and I told Smith I would tell Congress 
| The next day he killed him- 
self."’ | 


Kept Hourly Record. 


Means said that after he had gone 
deeply into the liquor investigation he 
realized that he was handling matters 
of the greatest importance and delicacy. 
He said that he found out he was being 


followed constantly by agents of .the 
Department of Justice and that they 
were noting the witnesses he was gath- 
ering for the Brookhart committee of 
the Senate which was then investigat- 
ing the Department of Justice. For these 
reasons, he said, he kept an hour-to- 
hour record of everything he did. He 
drew forth a number of folders packed 
with papers as evidence of the record of 
his movements. 

Means declared that he found it neces- 
gary to accept money in some instances 
and to arrange to accept money in other 
instances in order to ‘‘get the goods’’ 
on those he was investigating. He said 
that whenever he obtained money he 
turned it over immediately to Jess 
Smith. Asked to describe Smith’s power, 
Means said: ‘‘He was a close friend of 
President Harding and was more or less 
| gecond in authority in the Department of 
Justice.”’ 

Acting on the authority contained in 
President Harding’s letter to Jess Smith, 
said Means, he investigated the Overholt 
Distilery in Pittsburgh. ‘‘I discovered 
that on Jan. 3, 1921,’’ he went on, 
**2,950 cases of whisky had been with- 
drawn from that distillery on forged 
permits, and that in 1921 and 1922 a 








total of 42,000 gallons of whisky had 
been taken from the plant on forged per- 
mits. I found these forged. permits 
in the Mellon National Bank in Pitts- 
burgh.”’ 

A controversy of opposing counsel at 
this point led Judge Wolverton to ob- 
serve, ‘‘We are not trying the Govern- 
ment here."’ 


Names Those Who Gave Money. 


Means said that he received from a 
Dr. Sacharoff, whom he described as ‘‘a 
leading authority on denatured alcohol,”’ 
$5,000 to facilitate the legal withdrawal 
of whisky. This money, he said, he 
gave to W. T. Underwood, a friend of 


Smith. From a Mr. Morrison, said 
Means, he received $8,000 or $9,000, 
which he turned over to Smith. He said 
he obtained $5,000 from S. Ford of Cleve- 
land, returning the money to Ford when 
the liquor withdrawal permit could not 
be obtained. Herman Weis, said Means, 
paid $10,000 to hasten withdrawal of 
whisky. Means said that in all these in- 
stances the money was paid for taxes. 
Means said that he himself knew little 
about the procedure of getting liquor out 
and always left that matter to Smith or 
Underwood, after giving them the money. 
He said the money, so far as he knew, 
was refunded when the permits could 
not be obtained. 

Through a go-between, Means testified, 
the four La Montagne brothers offered 
him $100,000. Means said that he and 
Jarnecke took the go-between, a man 
named Stevens, before Major John Hol- 
ley Clarke Jr., Assistant Federal Attor- 
ney here. Means also swore that Manny 
Kessler offered him $60,000, and later 
$80,000, to help prevent prosecution. 

Means swore that he never accepted 
any money from Jacob Stein, Charles 
W. Johnson or John Hubbard, Govern- 
ment witnesses who testified to giving 
many thousands of dollars to either 
Means or Jarnecke on their representa- 
tions that they could obtain whisky 
withdrawal permits. 

The trial will be resumed at 10:30 
A. M. today.

FOUR AIR RECORDS ~ 
BROKEN BY THE NAVY 


Lieuts. Price and Mead in the 
Seaplane CS-2 Set World Marks 
in Night Flight. 


FLIERS NEARLY KILLED 


Come Down on the Potomac In the 
Dark After 13 Hours 23 Minutes 
With Dead Motor. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 23.—Four world 
seaplane records were smashed by 
two officers of the navy in the 
flight of the CS-2 over “Washington 
and vicinity that came to an end at 
1:30 o'clock this morning, when the two 
daring aviators, through the failure of 
their motor, were forced to make a 
plunge in the darkness from a high al- 
titude to the waters of the Potomac 
River. A tragedy was narrowly averted. 

The two officers who thus took part 
in what is regarded as one of the most 
remarkable flights in a seaplane ever 
undertaken, were Lieutenant John Dale 
Price of the Naval Air Station at 
Anacostia, D. C., and Lieutenant F, 
W. Wead of the Bureau of Aeronautics. 

Lieutenants Price and Wead were 
aboard their seaplane’ for thirteen 
hours and twenty-three minutes, being 
strapped most of the time in cockpits. 
On two occasions in the course of the 
flight they shifted their seats in mid- 
fr. 

When their motor stalled at 1:30 this 
morning a _ disastrous landing was 
avoided only through the skill of the 
aviators, 

The sustained flight of thirteen hours 
and twenty-three minutes, covering a 
distance of 1,550 kilometers, or 963.13 
rhiles, surpassed the record established 
at San Diego last year by a Douglas 
Torpedo rlane, which did 1,275 kilo- 
meters in eleven hours and eighteen 
minutes, 

In addition, Lieutenants Price and 
Wead smashed the speed record for 
both the 500 and 1,000 kilometer dis- 
tances, with an average of 73.41 miles 
an hour against the record of 72 for 
the first, and 74.27 miles against the 
record of 70.49 for the second. More- 
over, the two naval officers hung up 
a new 1,500 kilometer speed record of 
74.17 miles an hour. 

It was shortly after 1 o'clock this 
morning when Lieutenant Price took 
the controls from Lieutenant Wead., 


’The pilots changed seats in the dark- 


ness, and were beginning a new lap 
when the motor ‘‘cut out.’’ An ex- 
amination revealed that the pump which 
feeds gasoline was broken. 

The darkness below was relieved only 
by lights on a barge anchored off 
Alexandria, Va., and it was for them 
that Lieutenant Price nosed the plane. 
Without any wing headlights to flash 
upon the water Lieutenant Price 
brought the huge plane to the surface. 
Small wing navigating lights on the 
ship told a watch at the air station of 
the forced landing and a boat was dis- 
patched to the scene immediately to 
tow the plane back. 

Price and Wead left the water be- 
tween the air station and Alexandria, 
Va., at 12:10 P. M. yesterday. They 
carried 620 gallons of gasoline. Through- 
out the night the hum of the 585 horse- 
power Wright motor could be heard in 
Washington and vicinity, The small 
navigating lights on the upper ‘wings 
were visible and searchlights played 
across the water. 

Lieutenants Price and Wead were 
warmly congratulated by fellow officers. 
The records they established, it is be- 
lieved, will be approved by the Federa- 
tion Aeronautique Internationale’ in 
Paris. 

The two officers will at an early 
date begin another flight, to remain 
in the air twenty hours.

He will an- 
nounce the steps which the Government 
took to discover and arrest the perpetra- 
tors and instigators of the crime of 
which Deputy Matteotti was the victim, 
and will, it is said, end with an an- 
nouncement of important modificatipns 
in the constitution of the Fascist militia 
and of his Cabinet.

Another Editor Suspected. 


A flutter of excitement was caused to- 
day by an announcement that Carlo 
Bazzi, editor of another Fascist news- 
paper in Rome, had also been arrested. 
The police, however, released him again 
almost immediately after questioning 
him and after carefully searching his 
house and the offices of his newspaper 
without finding anything incriminating. 

Bazzi was apparently suspected of 
helping Rossi and Filippelli to escape, 
but as the Italian law does not allow 
the police to make arrests on such 
charges they were forced to release him, 
as no graver crime could be proved 
against him.

ROME, June 23 (Associated Press).—

body would be transferred from the 
Ministry of the Interior to the Ministry 
of War and an army general in active 
military service placed in command. 

This reorganization would have the 
effect of removing Commander Debono 
as the head of the Fascist militia.

Director Explains if This Is 
Raised $400,000 More Will

TO MAKE FINAL PAYMENT 


Mr. Ely Says Failure to Get Fund 
Would Endanger Future of 
the Civic Centre. 


Robert Erskine Ely, Director of the 
Town Hall, announced yesterday that 
the future of that civic meeting hall 
would be endangered if citizens of New 
York fail to contridute $150,000 during 
the coming week. Me said that if this 
sum was not forthcoming before July 1 
the institution would lose tentative 
gifts amounting to $400,000, which had 
been made on condition that the addi- 
tional money be raised, 

Two individuals, whose names have 
been withheld for the present, have 
made conditional gifts of $200,000 and 
$100,000 respectively, and a group will 
add $100,000 if the $1500,000 is found. 

“T feel that a frank statement of our 
ease is of great importance to the New 
York public,” said Mr. Ely. “The Towh 
Hall is essentially a community propo- 
sition. Plans for its successful future 
do not provide for making apy profits 
whatever. 

“In order that the Town Hall may 
fulfill its ideals we have been con- 
ducting a quiet canvass, to which 3,000 
subscribers have responded, but we are 
atill short of our goal by $150,000. Un- 
less that amount is raised by July 1 the 
conditional gifts, amounting to $400,000, 

llified. 
virhe fact that 3,000 citizens have 
already come forward to help the cause 
and that others are on the threshold of 
givi an additional $400,000 means, to 
me, “that the consciousness of true civic 
spirit is aroused in New York. 

“The institution’s financial status is 
unique, It asks for no more than suf- 
ficient funds to round out its full 
measure of community service. Thus 
equipped, it will maintain itself in- 
definitely. There you have the reason 
why we are sending forth word in a 
neighborly sort of way that New York 
is called upon to finance its own meet- 

ouse for the last time. 

t is true that the goal is close at 
hand, but the fact remains that $400,000 
will be sacrificed unless $150,000 is forth- 
coming before July 1, when the time 
limit on the conditional gifts expires. 

‘“‘The funds, which would assure the 
future of the Town Hall, would be rep- 
resentative of New York as a commu- 
nity. Contributors will have the satis- 
faction of knowing that they are sub- 
scribers {o a non-partisan, non-sec- 
tarian, cooperative institution, entirely 
free from any profit-making policy.

HUNT ON FOR PICKPOCKETS 


Regular Squad Is Greatly Increased 
and Detectives Will Watch at 
Doors of Garden. 


A special detail of 320 policemen was 
added yesterday to the West Thirtieth 
Street and the West Forty-seventh 
Street stations. They will patrol the 
Times Square section of the city every 
night for the protection of convention 
vjsitors. The detail is made up of 
rookie policemen, and men who have 
been serving as clerks, telephone opera- 
tors and in other capacities at head- 
quarters and in Inspection Districts. In 
addition 50 men in plain. clothes haye 
been added to the force in these dis- 
tricts. 

The special detail will patrol Seventh 
and BEighth Avenues and Broadway 
from 4 o'clock each day until midnight. 
They will be on two tours, the first tour 
being from 4 P. M. until 8 P. M. and 
the second tour from 8 P. M. until mici- 
night. The first patrol turned out last 
evening at 8 o'clock. 

There will be a policeman on every 
block from Forty-second to Fifty-ninth 
Street. They will not only preserve’ 
order but they will also act as guides 
and counsellors to those who have come | 
to New York for the convention. | 

With 1,200 policemen under their com- 
mand, Second Deputy Commissioner 
John Daly and Inspector Cornelius J. 
Cahalane this morning will spread a 
far-thrown line around Madison Square 
Garden. The 1,200 men will operate in 
two shifts during the convention hours 
each day. Most of them will be in or 
just outside the Garden itself. Others 
Will be stationed at points blocks away.

Police lines will be bounded by Lex- 
ington and Fifth Avenues and Twenty- 
third and Twenty-ninth Streets. The 
police contingents sent from many pre- 
cincts for special duty will include traf- | 
fic men assigned to keep vehicles mov- 
ing in the area.

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The police plan to keep the area near 
the Garden free from all persons ex- 
cept committeemen, delegates, newspa- 
per correspondents and those employed 
by telegraph and tclephone companies, 
concessionaires and the Garden itself. 

A number of Captains and Lieuten- 
ants, assigned to duty at and near the 


Garden, received their instructions yes- 
terday from Commissioner Daly. Be- 
sides the uniformed policemen stationed 
at each of the many entrances to the 
Garden, plain clothes’ men will be de- 
tailed to watch for pickpockets.

If it were not for some extravagant 
movie ideas and somewhat weird at- 
tempts at characterization, “*‘Revela- 
tion,’’ the current photoplay at the Cap- 
itol, would have been a much more en- 
gaging film. As it is, this production, 
based on Mabel Wagnalls’s story, ‘The 
Rosebush of a Thousand Years,’’ pos- 
sesses a fair quota of entertainment. 
The scenic effects are emphatically im- 
pressive, especially those showing an old 
stone monastery and its garden. Most 
of the interior settings are decidedly 
pleasing. There is, for example, the 
Café of the Three Delights, in which 
a good deal of action takes place at the 
outset. 

George D. Baker directed /this film, the 
story of which was by no means easy 
to handle. Obviously, what fault there 
is in the acting of the players is largely 


due to Mr. Baker, as-there are many 
forced poses. At times the quick move- 
ments of Viola Dana called to mind re- 


ray. They may be graceful, but they 
do not suit the narrative. Miss Dana 
plays the part of Joline Hofer, and one 
would imagine that in spite of excite- 
ment she would be a trifle less obstrep- 
erous when she visits the monastery.

A play that began somewhat awk- 
wardly and haltingly at the Galety 
Theatre last night turned into quite an 
absorbing melodrama before it finished 
and, despite another moment of weak- 


ness at the final curtain, must be set 
down as distinctly a good show. Its 
author is the. veteran Edwin Milton 
Royle, and the play bears the utterly 
contradictory title of “Her Way Out.” 
In it Mr. Royle has constructed, with no 
little adroitness, a situation that im- 
peratively demands the suicide of his 
heroine and to cinch matters, has given 
full recognition to that necessity in the 
title of his play. In his curtain speech 
last night Mr. Royle admitted that an 
eleventh-hour change had been made to 
a happy ending, but it was an admis- 
sion that the audience could hardly 
have required. 

Mr. Royle’s play begins in the manner 
of.a political play of the late '90s— 
there is about its early scenes: the frag- 
rance of an earlier day. Here is the 
wpstanding young’ Senator from the 
West, come to defy the interests at 
Washington, and here are those same 
interests trying to control him through 
a woman—-a woman who. has been none 
too scrupulous in the past. All of this 
is told with less than a decent amount 
of skill, with characters being shot out 
of rooms at opportune moments to par- 
ticipate in bridge games, billiard com- 
bats and the like. 

But when Mr. Royle turns from 
political machinery to take up the past 
life of his heroine the play becomes 
highly interesting. The story of the 
heroine’s past is told in the conventional 
flashback, and it is melodrama of the 
old school, but it is highly effective. 
In addition to entertaining his audience 
vastly in this stene, Mr. Royle makes 
it clear that his Senator could never 
|marry his heroine, as the heroine her- 
self is at pains to point out shortly be- 
fore the final curtain. Some one’s un- 
fortunate divergence from the inevitable 
ending—Mr. Royle hinted that it was not 
his own—has already been touched upon. 

The’ performance is generally good. 
Beatrice Terry is excellent in the trying 
leading réle, and Edward Arnold ranges 
from good to medium as the outspoken 
Senator. Others who give good accounts 
of themselves include Purnel Pratt, 
Josephine Royle and Grace Perkins.

Spread over three generous acts, the 
business of confusing these two men— 
in accordance with a dramatic theme 
that allured the ancient Romans and has 
now seized Mr. Hubert Osborne—be- 
comes a bit thin, even when mixed with

However, the many. melo- 
dramatic moments are excellent and the 
equally numerous moments of dullness 
have a way of allowing themselves to be 
forgotten in the clamor of ensuing ac- 
tion : 

There are no particular histrionic de- 
mands put into the path of Mr. Black- 
mer in his new play, but whatever he 
has to do he does capably and surely. 
A little more tough-minded interpreta- 
tion of the quixotic gilded youth and a 
little more tender-minded performance 
as the stock crook might not; however, 
have been amiss. 

Miss Vivienne Osborne, a fellow par- 
ticipant with Mr. Blackmer early in the 
season in the stage “Scaramouche,’’ was 
the heroine who was so woefully mis- 
understood to within ten seconds of the 
final curtain.

As mechanics rushed forward to as- 
sist him, Maughan flew upward about 
50 feet to the astonishment of thou 
sands of persons who had assembled 
to greet him. He twice circled the field 
and then gracefully glided down to a 
dry spot on the north end. 

“I knew you had a rain here last 
night,’"”’ Maughan declared, ‘‘so I de- 
cided to”come tn tow and then circled 
the field to get my bearings.” 

Maughan landed in St. Joseph thirty- 
two minutes earlier than he did in his 
last attempt July 9, 1923, when his 
plane went as far as Rock Springs, 
Wyoming. He was taken to the han- 
gars, where he asked for cold chicken 
and a glass of milk. 

He hopped off at 11:37% A. M., Cen- 
tral Standard Time, after spending 
nearly forty minutes here. ; 

Maughan was five minutes in gettin 
started due to the wet field. e sai 
that he was slightly ahead of hie sched- 
ule and for that reason remained ten 
minutes longer in St. Joseph than he 
had intended. 

“I found my engine going fine all the 
way from Dayton to t. Joseph,"’ 
Maughan said upon landing. “It was 
going even better than in the first lap. 
I encountered no rain west of Dayton 
and flew without difficulty.

.Maughan covered the first lap of his 
journey, New York to Dayton, 575 miles, 
in 4 hours and 7 minutes, slightly bet- 
ter than the schedule he had planned.

Major age A at once sent a telegram 
of congratulation to Lieutenant au- 
ghan at Crissey Field. It read: 

“Your trip will be recorded as one of 
the important ones of this century. 
Patience, skill and courage has again

Major Hensley later issued a general 
statement regarding the value of Lieu- 
tenant Maughan’s flight, emphasizing 
that he had provea what he set out to 
do, namely, that in an emergency the 
forces of the Air Service could be mobil- 
ized without delay. 

The statement read: 

“Early yesterday morning a dawn-to- 
dusk flight was a theory, and today it 
is a reality. The breadth of vision of 
Major Gen. Mason M. Patrick, our chief, 
and the skill and courage of Lieutenant 
Maughan have resulted in an achieve- 
ment which will take its place in the im- 
portant events of this century. In not 
many years we will refer to today’s 
daylight transportation from coast to 
coast as we now refer to the first trans- 
continental railroad. 

‘"Today’s trip has not only changed the 
aspect of rapid transportation but it has 
driven home as never before the mobility 
of the Army Air Service. It has proven 
without doubt that if we are equipped 
with modern planes and are permitted 
to fly our airways from coast to coast 
we can mobilize our-entire Air Ser- 
vice anywhere within the continental 
limits of the United States within 
twenty-four hours, that it will be no 
longer necessary to wait for an enemy 
to come within range of a small portion 
of our defences but that it will be pos- 
Sible to move our entire fighting forces 
to a strategic point within the passage 
of a day. If it ever is necessary to strike, 
it will be with our entire weight behind 
the blow and not with only a fraction, 
as was formerly the case, 

‘“‘Today’s victory was too decisive to 
be the result of luck. It was the result 
of patience, careful planning and pick- 
ing the right man and equipment for 
blazing the trail. 

“Maughan takes place beside Kelly 
and Macready and. the long list of 
pilots who are struggling, and not al- 
ways with encouragement, to prove the 
case of aviation and our need for it in 
peace and in war; to prove that the 
day of the airplane and airship has 
arrived.”’ :

He Reached San Francisco at

Minutes to Spare. 


MITCHEL FIELD, L. I., June 24.— 
Lieutenant Maughan was completely 
successful in his third attempt to beat 
the sun in a race from Cast to Coast, 
despite the general belief held by some 
persons that he was 18 minutes late. 

This fact was brought out at the field 
by Maughan’s brother officers when ‘they 
received word of his landing at Crissey 
Field, San Francisco, at 9:46144 P. M., 
Pacific Coast Time. The remark was 
made that Maughan should have arrived 
on the field at San Francisco at 9:28 
P. M. to have completed the flight 
within the dawn-to-dusk period. As a 
matter of fact he landed 18% minutes 


ahead of schedule time. 

Major William N. Hensley, Comman- 
dant of Mitchel Field. explained that 
any thought that Maughan was behind 
schedule was erroneous. 

“Dawn in the East begins at 2:22, 
Zastern Standard Time,’’ the officer 
said, ‘‘and it was Maughan’s intention 
to begin his flight at that time. Instead 
of doing this, however, he delayed the 
start until 2:59 Eastern Standard Time, 
thus giving away 37 minutes.

FEAT RECALLS OTHERS. 


Great Flights by Kelly Macready, 
Crocker and Others. 


CHICAGO, June 23.—Lieutenant Rus- 
sell Maughan’s race with the sun across 
the continent in one day recalls other 
long distance and non-stop flights made 
in the last few years by American 
aviators. 

One of the most notable of these was 
the record-breaking trip a year ago of 
Lieutenant Harrison G. Crocker, who 
broke the world’s record for a non-stop 
flight in a one-man plane by flying ap- 
proximately 1,400 miles from ENington 
Field, Houston, Texas, to Selfridge 
Field, Detroit, in 11 hours and 54 min- 
utes on May 26, 1923. 

Another sensational record was the 
same month when two aviators crossed 
the continent without a stop. They 
were Lieutenant Oakley G. -Kelly and 
Lieutenant John A. Macready, who flew 
from New York to San Diego, 2,520 
miles, in 26 hours~and 50 minutes on 
May 2 and 3, 1923. A year previous, 
May 8 and 4, 1922, they had established 
a record at that time by flying from 
San Diego to Indianapolis, 2,060 miles, 
without stopping while attempting a 
trans-continental flight without a stop. 
They were forced down at Indianapolis 
by engine trouble. 

Lieutenant Crocker in making his non- 
stop record used tne same piene in 
whieh Lieutenant James H. Doolittle 
n Sept. 6, 1922, made a non-stop flight 
from Kelly Field, Texas, to San Diego, 
Cal., a distance of about 1,240 mlies, 
in 11 hours and 10 minutes, while try- 
ing for a non-stop record from Jack-~- 
sonville, Fla., to San Diego. His total 
elapsed time from Florida to California 
with the one stop was 22 hours and 
35 minutes and the distance covered 
was 2,275 miles. 

Lieutenant Lowell Smith and Lieu- 
tenant John. Richter, army aviators, 
established an endurance record at S@n 
Diego last August by staying in the air 
for 37 hours, 15 minutes, 14 4-5 seconds. 
bettering the previous record of 36 hours, 
4 minutes and 31 seconds, made by 
Lieutenant Macready and Lieutenant 
Kelly at Dayton in April, 1923. 

Airplanes manned by United States 
Air Mail pilots flew 2,680 miles, from 
San Francisco to New York, in 27 hours, 
14 minutes, actual flying time in August, 
1923. 

Lieutenant Macready also established 
an altitude record at Dayton in 1921 
when he went up 34,509 feet, but this 
record was broken last Fall by a 
Frenchman, Sadi Lecointe, who mount- 
ed 40,7451-3 feet at  Villicoublay, 
France. 

Lieutenant J. Wm. Wead and Lieuten- 
ant J. D. Price made four world’s rec- 
ords for seaplanes at Anacostia Naval 
Air Station in a flight ending early to- 
day when they made a sustained flight 
of 13 hours, 23 minutes, covered 1,550 
kilometers, traveled'73.41 miles an hour 
for 500 kilometers and 74.27 miles an 
hour for 1,000 kilometers. 

Captain John D. Alcock and Lieu- 
tenant Arthur W. Brown of the Birtish 
Royal Air Forces crossed the ocean and 
established a record for foreign fliers 
in July, 1920, by going 1,960 miles from 
St. John’s, N. F., to Clifden, Ireland 
without a stop. 

In 1912 Robert E. Fowler flew with 
many tons from San Diego to Jackson- 
ville in 122 days. In 1911 Galbraith C. 
Rogers left Buffalo on Sept. 17 and 
reached Pasadena Nov. 5, which was 
considered a remarkable trip at the 
time,

SPIKER reports that the result of the 
intervention of the Cockchafer’s com- 
mander has been the Overawing of the 
military authorities at Wanhsien, who 
are giving assurances that the rights 
of foreigners will now be respected. 
Rear Admiral McVay of the United 
States Navy is on his way up the 
Yangtze to look after American inter- 
ests. 

One reason why the Navy Depart- 
ment was so much sconcerned about 
the failure of the Senate to pass the 
special bill providing appropriations 
for new gunboats was that on the 
Chinese rivers American nationals are 
so often dependent upon British or 
Japanese naval officers for protection.

THE ORIGIN OF TAMMANY. 


“Exclusiveness” of the Cincinnatl 
Led the “Democrats” to Organize. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

When a young democracy tries to slip 
something over on the common people 
in the way of ‘“‘class exclusiveness” you 
can always trust to an equally bright 
faction of the excluded to set up 2 
counter-society. Because of the snob- 
bish intents of thé Society of the Cin- 
cinnati in New York did one William 
Mooney, upholsterer, organize St. Tam- 
many’s Hall in the year 1789. It is 
easy to imagine Mr. Mooney and trades- 
people in general had been more or less 
snubbed by the Cincinnati, the big-wigs 
of that day. Class-conscienceness was 
far more keen than now, since it was 
carried to such extremes in the matter 
of dress and entertainment. And on 
the heels of the revolution that made 
this the land of democracy! Then it 
was the ‘‘new democrats’’ who formed 
the fringe of the crowds on big occa- 
sions at Federal Hall in Wall Street. 

The inauguration of George Washing- 
ton as the first President of the United 
States and the founding of Tammany 
Hall are contemporaneous events, both 
taking place Jn the city of New York 
in the year 1789. The city then lay 
south of Wall Street, which was largely 
a residential street. Tammany Hall was 
a live young buck from the beginning. 
No press agent for a movie star could 
have acted more quickly and more to 
the point than did the young braves 
when. they seized the opportunity to 
make a big show of Colonel Marius 
Willetts and his bana of Creek Indians. 

In July, 1790, Colonel Willetts re- 
turned from the South, where he had 
negotiated a peace treaty with the 
Creeks, and brought with him twenty- 
eight bucks, including a big chief. Mem- 
bers of St. Tammany, arrayed in In- 
dian toggery, bucktails and all, met 
them and conducted them to Federal 
Hall, where President Washington, in 
high state, met them and signed the 
treaty with the Big Chief and then 
joined him in a smoke that betokened 
peace.

In this week's decision the 
court reaffirms that the fixing of rates 
is the function of the regulatory com- 
mission, and not of the courts nor of 
the Legislature, and adds a new point. 
The acceptance of a rate fixed by the 
commission creates a contract right to 
a ‘‘ period of repose,’’ and the fixing 
of another rate violates a contract 
right, as well establishes a rate 
without presumption in its favor.

LECOINTE AGAIN MAKES 
WORLD’S AIR RECORD 


Does 306 Kilometers Per Hour in 
France, Beating the Mark of - 
Lieut. Pearson, U. S. A.

PARIS, June 23.—Sadi Lecointe today 
broke the world’s speed record over 500 
kilometers previously held by the 
American flier, Lieutenant Alexander 
J. Pearson, United States Army. 

Competing for the Beaumont Cup at 
Istres, near Marseilles, the popular 
French ace flew the distance in 1 hour 
27 minutes 49 seconds, making an aver- 
age speed of 306 kilometers per hour. 

Lieutenant Pearson’s time, established 
March 29, 1923, was 270 kilometers per 
hour. 

The competition, which was due to 
take place yesterday, was postponed 
owing to a heavy gale. 

This morning the wind was still blow- 
ing hard, but the judges decided to open 
the meeting. 

Sadi Lecointe took off shortly after 11 
on his Nieuport-Delage machine, es- 
pecially designed for breaking speed 
records. For the first 800 kilometers 
Lecointe made the startling speed of 311 
kilometers per hour. Then he slowed 
up slightly to the average finally estab- 
lished over the complete distance. 

Sadi Lecointe now holds_ nineteen 
European records, as well as the world’s 
height records, both airplane and hydro- 
airplane. Today’s fine performance, 
therefore, gives him a third world title.

Found by Assistant in His 
Study at the Rectory of 
St. Andrew’s Church. 


STARTED PRINTERS’ MASS 


Was One of the Best-Known Figures 
Among Night Workers 
Downtown. 


Mer. Luke J. Evers, pastor of St. 
Andrew's’ Roman Catholic Church, 
City Hall Place and Duane Street, 
chaplain of the Tombs Prison and 
founder of the printers’ early morning 
mass, died suddenly yesterday about 1 
o'clock in the rectory, 20 City Hall 
Place, Mgr. Evers had been suffering 
from acute indigestion since last 
Wednesday, but had recovered, and 
Sunday morning at 2:30 o'clock he of- 
fered the mass for the printers and 
other night workers in the neighbor- 


hood as usual. 

Mer. Evers had retired to his study 
at 11 o'clock yesterday and begun read- 
ing his ‘‘office’’ for the day. When the 
Rev. Hugh J. Daly, first assistant, 
went to the room shortly after 1 o'clock 
to call the pastor for lunch he found 
him sitting in his chair dead. His 
prayer book was in his lap, 

Cardinal Hayes, who was a _ close 
personal friend, having been born 4& 
few doors from St. Andrew’s Church 
and reared in its parish, was notified 
at once. He took charge of arrange- 
ments for the funeral. Mgr. Evers 
leaves two sisters and a brother, Pat- 
rick Evers, a retired Meutenant in the 
Police Department. 

The clergyman was in the sixty-fifth 
year of his age and in the forty-second 
year of his priesthood. He had been 
pastor of St. Andrew’s and chaplain of 
the Tombs for a quarter of a century. 
Twenty-three years ago he started the 
printers’ mass because he saw how 
difficult it was for Catholic night work- 


ers to attend the usual mass. 

. Evers was a familar figure in 
City Hall Place and was beloved by all 
who knew him. He was equally well 
known at the Tombs. It was his custom 
to spend from two to three hours a day 
in personal ministrations at the Tombs 
in addition to offering mass regularly 
in the chapel of the jail. 

Mer. Evers founded the Holy Name 
Bowery Mission for ‘‘down-and-outs. 
This mission is now used also as a 
distributing centre for the Catholic 
Charities. Not only did Mgr. Evets 
found the printers’ mass, but he was 
the first priest in the United States to 
receive permission from the Vatican to 
offer a noonday mass during Lent and 
Advent and from All Souls’ Day, Nov. 1, 
until New Year’s Day. This noonday 
mass, which also rapidly became a fea- 
ture of the life of the workers in the 
City Hall district, began sixteen years 


ago. 

Another office held by Mgr. Evers was 
that of chaplain of the Retired Police 
Association. 

Mer. Evers was born in Sing Sing, 
now Ossining, N. Y. He was educated 
in Notre Dame University, South Bend, 
Ind., and in St. Joseph's Theological 
Seminary, then at Troy, N. Y. He was 
ordained May 19, 1883. His first assign- 
ment was as an assistant at the Church 
of St. Caatherine of Genoa, 504 West 
153d Street. He was after some years 
promoted to the pastorate of St. The- 
resa’s Church, Tarrytown. From there 
he was elevated to the pastorate of St. 
Andrew's. A ,

NEW MILITARY SOCIETY 
FORMED IN GERMANY 


Black, Red, Gold Enrolling Re- 
publican Recraits to Oppose 
Monarchist Organizations.

BERLIN, June 23.—Black, Red, Gold, 
the German Republican colors, is the 
name of a new Republican association 
that is belng formed avowedly in oppo- 
sition to the numerous secret military 
organizations of the extrme Right, such 
as Stahlhelm, Rossbach Brigade, Ehr- 
hardt Brigade, Order of Young Germany 
and-dozens of others which openly de- 
clare it to be their aim to destroy the 
republic and restore the monarchy. 

Since its foundation only a few’ weeks 
ago the Schwarzrotgold, has enrolled 
more than 60,000 members in thirty-two 
districts, all of whom have taken an oath 
to defend the republic with their lives. 
In East Prussia, Saxony and Silesia, 
where the republic seems especially in 
danger, the enrollments are largest. In 
Bavaria, however, the Schwarzrotgold 


adherents still strive vainly to hold their 
own aguas the mnperial black, white 
and red. 

At a recent reunion of war veterans 
in Steben, Northern Bavaria, the 
swastika, Hitler caps and steel helmets 
predeminated and it was demanded that 
the republican flag be removed from the 
roof of the railway station, which de- 
mand was complied with because the 
railway officials were only a few against 
many thousands of infuriated friends of 
General Ludendorff.

MORDKIN TO COME HERE. 


Soviet Government at Last Permits 
Him to Leave Russia. 


A cablegram from Moscow announo- 
ing that the Soviet Government had 
finally granted permission to Mikail 
Mordkin, the noted ballet dancer, to 
leave Russia, was confirmed by Morris 
Gest yesterday. 

“TI am sailing on the Majestic on Sat- 
urday to meet Mordkin at Riga, where 
I expect to complete an agreement to 
bring him to New York under my man- 
agement for next season,”’ said Mr. 
Gest. ‘‘Mordkin will appear at the 
Metropolitan Opera House on the nights 
when the regular opera achedule is 
omitted.”’ . 

Mordkin, who was last seen here about 
twelve yaers ago, has been compelled to 
remain in Russia since the war. Two 
years ago it was intimated that he 
would be allowed to return here, but 
the ban on his departure was again ap- 
plied against him. . 

On Feb. 5, 1922, Tom New Yorx TIMeS 
told of the plight of Mordkin and his 
wife at Tiflis, where American workers 
of the Near East Relief had rescued 
both from starvation. Mordkin and his 
wife had been dancing at the Municipal 
Theatre at Tiflis and were paid in a de- 
preciated money that represented about 
50 cents a month. They afterward re- 
turned to Moscow and there Mordkin 
revived the opera ballet, which was dis- 
rupted by the withdrawal of sixty mem- 
bers of the orchestra because of inade- 
quate pay. 


GEST GOING TO EUROPE. 


May Arrange to Have Belasco Pro- 
duce Plays in Moscow. 


Cotncldental with the ‘closing 6f his 
production of ‘‘The Miracle’ at the 
Century on Saturday, June 28, Morris 
Gest will sail for Burope on the Ma- 
jestic for a two months’ trip. In Salz- 
burg Mr. Gest will confer with Mr. 
Reinhardt concerning future plans for 
‘"The Miracle.’””’ He will take with him 
the four heads of the technical de- 
partments of “The Miracle’ to work 
out with Mr. Reinhardt tentative plans 
for the proposed reproduction of ‘‘The 
Miracle’ in the Public Auditorium in 
Cleveland next season. Other produc- 
tion plans for Mr. Reinhardt in America 
will also be discussed. In Paris Mr. 
Gest will work out the details of a Paris 
season of the ‘‘Chauve-Souris’ with 
Nikita Balieff. 

One of Mr. Gest’s missions will take 
him to Russia, where he will confer 
with Constantin Stanislavsky, Vladimir 
Nemirovitch-Dantchenko and the council 
of the Moscow Art Theatre with refer- 
ence to a cable received by his father- 
in-law, David Belasco, last week, invit- 
ing Mr. Belasco to come to Moscow to 
stage for the Moscow Art Theatre his 
own plays “The Return of Peter 
Grimm” and ‘‘The Girl of the Golden 
West." Mr. Belasco has not committed 
himself in answer to this invitation and 
has asked Mr. Gest to look into the 
conditions and see if the project can 
be carried out. 


150 SEEK FELLOWSHIPS. 


Caruso Foundation Closes Entry for 
Operatic Study in Italy. 


The Caruso American Memorial Foun- 
dation, which is headed by Paul Cra 
vath and of which Otto Kahn is a Vice 
President and Felix Warburg Treasur- 
er, has received about 150 applications 
for its operatic fellowships since Jo- 
seph Mayer, HPxecutive Manager, sent 
out a notice of an award of $1,200 to one 
soprano and one tenor for study in 
Italy. The awards will be made from 
the proceeds of two benefit perform- 
ances by the Metropolitan Opera Com- 
pany last Winter and from private con- 


tributions, it was stated yesterday. A 
committee of three judges, to include 
one newspaper eritic, one Metropolitan 
artist and one other, will pass on the 
applications and make the two awards 
in August.

JOHN F. BRENNAN DIES; 
A WELL-KNOWN LAWYER 


Represented the Central in West- 
chester and Was Mrs. Still- 


man’s Lawyer. 


John F. Brennan, leading member of 
the Westchester County bar and coun- 
sel for Mrs. James A. Stillman in her 
successful litigation with the former 
President of the National City Bank, 
died suddenly yesterday morning of 
heart disease at his home, j1 Delavan 
Terrace, Yonkers. He had been in poor 
health for a year or so, and for the 
last week had been in bed. He leaves 
a widow, Margaret Brennan, and a 
sister. 

Born in Yonkers sixty-eight years ago, 
Mr. Brennan had spent nearly his en- 
tire life in that city. He was educated 
at Manhattan College and the Columbia 
Law School, and began law practice in 
Yonkers in 1881. He quickly made a 


name for himself and was soon retained 
by the New York Central to represent 
it in Westchester County. He was also 
attorney for the Metropolitan Street 
Railway and the Brooklyn Heights Rail- 
way. In 1889 he ran unsuccessfully on 
the Democratic ticket for District At- 
torney in Westchester, and in 1907 he 
made a close but losing fight for a place 
on the Supreme Court bench in the 
Ninth Judicial District.

LONDON, June 23.—The British 
Government has assented to the pro- 
posal of the Irish Free State to send 
& separate representative to Washing- 
ton, it was announced in the House 
of Commons today, by J. H. Thomas, 
the Colonial Secretary. 

The question whether such repre- 
sentative would have an independent 
position at Washington was being 
discussed with a Minister of the Free 
State, who is in London, Mr. Thomas 
added.

It is understood the note said that re- 
gardlegs of the wishes of both the Lon- 
don and, Paris Goveynments to make a 
rapid settlement of the reparations 
problem on the basis of the Dawes re- 
port they would not stand for con- 
tinued German defiance of the military 
clauses of the Treaty of Versailles. 

M. Herriot, a pacifist at heart, lays 
the greatest stfess on German resis- 
tance to the military provisions of the 
treaty as a danger to the peace of Bu- 
rope, while Mr. MacDonald sees in the 


movements of the militarists on the 
other side of the Rhine danger of a 
restoration of the reactionaries in Ger- 
many, as well as resultant peril to the 
tranquillity of the world. 

It is also understood here today that 
the hurried departure of Ambassador von 
Hoesch in Berlin on Saturday was due 
to advice from M. Herriot. He informed 
Berlin not only that the prospects of 
putting the Dawes plan into operation, 
but the establishment of any sort of 
good relations between Paris and Ger- 
many, was endangered by Germany's 
refusal so far to accept allied investiga- 
tion of Germany's military status. 

M. Herriot took with him to London 
a report drafted by General Nollet, who 
before becoming Minister of War in the 
new Cabinet was head of the Allied 
Board of Military Control in Germany, 
and it is probable that the information 
Mr. MacDonald gained helped the French 
Premier to obtain his signature to the 
note. 

When he reached Brussels today M. 
Herriot explained to the Belgian Cabinet 
that all the Allies had not been asked 
to sign this note because it was in the 
nature of a personal message from_the 
moderate Premiers of France and Eng- 
land to let Germany know that their 
moderation did not go so far as shutting 
their eyes to Germany’s violation of the 
military sections of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles. 

General satisfaction jis expressed in 
Paris, for the roseate prospects of a 
restoration of the Entente had been 


ltempered by the Nationalist fear that 


M. Herriot would make too many sac- 
rifices. This news that the first act 
of the new partnership was in the 
nature of a move for French security 
will surely strengthen M. Herriot when 
he reports to Parliament the results 
of his mission across the Channel. 
The quick action in writing the Berlin 
Cabinet receives added importance from 
the fact that Germany sent Premier 
MacDonald the day before he met Pre- 


| mier Herriot a note protesting against 


the Allies’ demands for disarmament 
and holding out the threat that if they 
insisted General Von Seekt would re- 
sign, which Berlin appeared to think 
would be in the nature of a catastrophe. 
M. Herriot and Mr. MacDonald ap- 
parently do not take that danger so 
seriously. 


France’s Eyes on America. 


In this new ‘moral compact of con- 
tinuous collaboration’? between England 
and France what part will America 
play? That is the question which amid 
general satisfaction at the result of the 
conversations at Chequers finding ex- 
pression in the French press. 

All but a few of the most reactionary 
writers in the press are pleased at the 
Premiers’ interview. The correspondent 
of the Echo de Paris writes from Lon- 
don that the meeting had no result ex- 
cept ‘‘a noisy and very significant good- 
will demonstration.’’ There are others 
who share the views of the veteran 
Auguste Gauvain in the Débats, who 
writes; 

“Some will perhaps make mock of this 
moral compact. But whatever they may 
say, this kind of compact:is most pre- 
cious. 

“A military compact is unrealizable in 
face of the almost unanimous opinion 
of the British people. The maximum 
which can be obtained is adhesion to a 
project of mutual assistance under the 
League of Nations.’’ 

The Temps, the Matin, the Petit Par- 
isien, and of course all the newspapers 
of the Left, welcome with unstinted 


praise this renewal of the Entente, 
while reserving judgment on how the 
details will work out. But almost all 
of them are anxious that this moral 
compact should be three-cornered. 

Thus Jules Sauerwein writes in the 
Matin: 

“If words have _ meaning—and for 
my part I believe they have—this for- 
mula must signify a sure step toward 
a solution of Europe’s problems. And 
that must signify something else. The 
United States, without whose help no 
durable settlement is possible, has al- 
ways said ‘Let the European nations 
come to an understanding among them- 
selves and we will help in the settle- 
ment of Europe.’ 

“Mr. Hughes and President Coolidge 
have often repeated that sentiment in 
solemn circumstances. If events should 
show the United States that France and 
England are really in accord and that 
they have a common solution for repara- 
tions and for security; if these two 
powers realize around their entente an 
accord in Europe, and if they turn to- 
ward America and say, ‘We have need 
of you,’ it is not probable that America 
can reply, ‘No.’ 

“The experts’ plan which now must be 
applied bears the name of the great 
American citizen whom his party has 
designated as candidate for the Vice 
Presidency of the Republic. If General 
Dawes were asked to come in the quality 
of counselor and friend to collaborate in 
the application of his own project, could 
he refuse? One can scarcely sup- 


pose so.* 
May Invite Dawes Officially. 


This unofficial invitation to General 
Dawes to attend the London conference 
on July 16 may be, and it is expected 
will be, followed by an official -invi- 
tation. In this event it will be ad- 
dressed first to the American Govern- 
ment, and if the American Government 


refuses, then to General Dawes as a 
private individual, although the desig- 
nated candidate of the Republican Party 


|for the Vice Presidency. 


In face of the necessity of the Govern- 
ment at Washington to keep on the 
right side of public opinion, which is 
always so afraid of being dragged into 
European entanglements, says the 
Temps, it is not for foreigners to give 
advice, The Temps then proceeds, how- 
ever: 

“The Republican Government of the 
United States, while making separate 
peace with Germany and while refusing 
to enter the League of Nations, has been 
careful not to.admit that American di- 
plomacy should be excluded from the 
great affairs of Europe. It has even 
sought to organize a new kind of co- 
between Europe and _ the 
United States, a cooperation which was 
practiced without being ‘entangling.’ 

“It was in that spirit that it took part 
in the experts’ inquiry, over which Gen- 
eral Dawes presided. If the Govern- 
ment of the United States holds itself 
completely outside the conference -jes- 
tined to apply this report of the experts, 
will it not expose its ‘on ow! to the risk 
of losing the benefit of the policy it 
has followed up to now?” 

From every point of view the situa- 
tion is accepted in Paris today as much 
more encouraging than at any time 
since cooperation among the Alles 
ceased with M. Poincaré’s decision to 
occupy the Ruhr. Difficulties in\ the 
way of preparing the ground for the 
July conference are expected, but how- 
ever this may be, it is repeated here by 
M. Herriot’s supporters that the first 
necessity is to have an agreement of 
heart and intention. After that an ar- 
rangement is easy. The first and most 
important step has already been taken.

RUTLAND, Mass., June 23.—Every 
one of the Republican Senators of 
Rhode Island, with one exception, who 
fled from the State following the gas 
attack at the State House, is reg- 


istered at the Hotel Bartlett in Rut-|| 


land, where their presence was discov- 
ered by a Worcester Evening Gazette 
reporter. One Senator, Harry A. San- 
derson of Johnston, remained behind, 
his duty being to raise the question of 
a quorum. The other twenty-one Sen- 
ators are in Rutland, surrounded by a 
body guard and prepared, spokesmen 
stated, to resist by force, if necessary, 
any attempt to compel them to return 
to Rhode Island. 

The entire party is registered under 
a single name, “F. L. Johnston and 
party.”” This name, it is stated, hap- 
pened to be that of the driver of the 
first car to arrive in the town with the 
fugitives. 

William C. Pelkey, Chairman of the 
Republican State Central Committee, 
and Thomas McGauley, reading clerk of 
the House of Representatives, were the 
spokesmen.

REPORTS CASE AS NEGLECT 


Practitioner and Reader Give 
$2,000 Bail Each as Ma- 


terial Witnesses. 


VICTIM HAD PERITONITIS 


Woman’s Family Believe: That 
Pleurisy Was the Cause of 
Her Long IlIness.

RED BANK, N. J., June 23.—Mrs. 
Sadie Bingham Lampkin, who had been 
treated by a Christian Science healer, 
died here this morning. Dr. Harvey 
W. Hartman, County Physician, said 
that her life could have been saved by 
sutgery. Mrs. Alice H. J. Morris of 
Eatontown, the healer, and Mrs, Beulah 
Webster of New York City, a reader, 
were held for the Grand Jury in $2,000 
bail each as material witnesses. 

Dr. Hartman called the police when 
he said the Lampkin family refused to 
permit an autopsy. After a post- 
mortem examination had been made by 
wurgeons of the Monmouth Memorial 
Hospital staff Dr. Hartman marked the 
death certificate, ‘‘Neglected case by 
Christian Science.”’ 

The Lampkin family had believed that 
Mrs. Lampkin’s illness of the past two 
months had been pleurisy. Dr. Hart- 
man said the autopsy revealed that her 
malady had been peritonitis caused by 
a gallstone which had ruptured the lin- 
ing of the stomach. The intense pain 
suffered by Mrs. Lampkin, he said, 
should have been sufficient to dismiss 
the thought of pleurisy, even to the lay 
mind. Moreover, he was positive an 
operation to remove the gallstone would 
have insured Mra. Lampkin’s recovery. 

Dr. Hartman first learned of the case 
on hearing that Dr. James Ackerman of 
Asbury Park had been asked by the 
Lampkins to issue a death certificate. 
Dr. Ackerman refused when told that 
Mrs. Lampkin had not been attended by 
a physician. 


Family Forbids Autopsy. 


The County Physician then directed 
the undertaker, Albert W. Worden IJr., 
to bring the body to his room for an 
autopsy. John B. Lampkin, a son, and 
a sister of Mrs. Lampkin and the prac- 
titioner, Mrs. Morris, forbade this, ac- 
cording to Dr. Hartman. The autopsy 
was not performed until, Dr. Hartman 
said, he went to the house at 29 Peters 
Place himself, accompanied by Police 
Sergeant Joseph Gray, and directed the 
removal of the body. 

The autopsy was in charge of Dr. 
Walter A. Rullman of Red Bank and 
Dr. Harry B. Slocum of Long Branch, 
and on the strength of their report Dr. 
Hartman brought Mrs. Morris and Mra. 
Webster before. Elmer C. Wainwright, 
Justice of the Peace, who held them for 
the Monmouth County Grand Jury. On 
arraignment Mrs. Morris said she was 
46 and the wife of George Ford Morris,

PONZI FACES ANOTHER TRIAL 


Five-Year Term Up Aug. 6—Ar- 
raigned in Boston. 


BOSTON, June 23.—Charles Ponzi, 
whose five-year term of imprisonment 
in the Plymouth jail on Federal charges 
connected with his schemes of high fi- 
nance will expire on Aug. 6, was ar- 
raigned in the Superior Court here to- 
day on ten indictments for larceny.- 
Bail was fixed at $14,000, and Judge 
Bishop named Oct. 8 as the date for 
trial. 

Twenty-two indictments were returned 
against Ponzi by the Suffolk County 
Grand Jury. His trial several months 
ago on twelve of these indictments re- 
sulted in acquittal. When he is released 
from Plymouth he will be brought to 
the Charles Street jail in this city, 
where he will remain until he is able 
to furnish pail.

YANKS LOSE TWICE 
AND DROP IN RAGE 


Bow to Senators in Both Games 
of Double Header and Fall 
Into Second Place. 


SCORES ARE 5-3 AND 4-2 


Champions Tie Count in Second Con- 
test, but Are Beaten as Wash- 
4 
ington Wins Seventh in Row. 


The Yanks lost twice yesterday at the 
stadium, and in the natural course of 
events dropped to second place, where 
they are so tightly wedged between De- 
troit and Washington that the cham- 
pions are all but suffocating. The 
Tigers, although idle, moved grandilo- 
quently into first place, with an average 
of .548. Next are the Yanks with .545, 
and the Senators are a close third with 
544. With only four points separating 
the first three teams, the American 
League race is beginning to hum. 

It was the Senators who took the 
Yanks twice yesterday, first to the tune 
of 5 to 3 and later by a 4-2 count. This 
made it seven straight for the wildly 
galloping Washingtonians, and ten out 
of their last twelve games... From a 
humble berth in the second division 
they have climbed rapidly to the highest 
point that an outfit from the capital has 
attained since 1913. 

Everything they got yesterday 4was 
deserved except that if Everett Scott 


had used better judgment in the sixth | 


inning of the second game the Senators 
would have had two fewer runs and a 
tle score on their hands. But good 
judgment was one of the things the 
Yanks didn’t have, along with good 
pitching, timely batting and team hus- 
tle. The champs played with all the 
enthusiasm and ‘bubbling spirits of a 
man being led to the electric chair. The 


title holders have lost all their sunshine 
and ginger, and their heads are down. 

It was a sad afternoon. The five-star 
pitching staff was shot through and 
through by the Washington broadside, 
and a pair of lefthanders sent forth by 
Manager Buck Harris held the Yanks 
to eight hits in the first game and seven 
in the second. ‘Against George Mogridge 
in the first tilt etarted Sam Jones. Sam 
was knocked out. Waite Hoyte faced 
Jezebel Tecumseh Zachary in the sécond 
section, worked five scoreless innings 
and then had his defense break to pieces. 
The Yanks tied in the seventh, but Bob 
Bhawkey blew his chance in the eighth, 
and down sank the champs to second 
place. 

Senators Show Snap. 


In bright and sunny contrast tothe 
Yanks’ moping lassitude was the snappy 
and head-up baseball played by the Sen- 
ators. Every visiting athlete was on his 


toes, led by Harris and the greatest ep- 
per box of them all, “Spark Plug 
Matthews. As a result of being on their 
toes, the Senators are now on the 
Yankees’ heels, and another victory to- 
day, combined with a Detroit defeat, 
will send the Harris outfit hurtling to 
the dizzy heights of first place. 

Washington’s two runs off Hoyt in the 
sixth inning of the second game never 
should have happened. To start the in- 
ning, Ruth came rushing in for a ball 
that he couldn't catch and let-Rice get 
three bases instead of one. After Mat- 
thews had popped to Scott, Harris 
grounded to him, and the Deacon tried 
to pick Rice off third instead of tending 
to the batter. He missed both ways, and 
Rice then scored on Goslin’s fly, which 
should have been the third out. Harris 
got to second on the throw, and scored 
on Judge's two-bagger to right. 

The Yanks were mute until they rushed 
the tying runs over in the seventh.

CAPTURE NINTH STRAIGHT 


Heavy Hitting by Young, Frisch, 
Kelly, Jackson, Snyder and 
Meuse!

The once bitter battle of the boroughs 
has dissolved into a rout. The Giants, 
who for years have held only one side 
of the East River, are now in full con- 
trol on both banks.

CROWD AGAINST REFEREE 


Garcia Defeats Baird In Hard Ten- 
Round Bout at the Queens- 
boro A. C. 


Jack.Zivic, Pittsburgh's entrant in the 
lightweight title contenders’ elimination 
tourgament, was disqualified in the 
third round of his scheduled twelve- 
round bout last night with Pal Moran, 
New Orleans lightweight, at the Queens- 
boro Stadium in Long Island City. The 
bout, scheduled for twelve rounds, ended 
abruptly after 1 minute 43 seconds of 
the third session when Referee Johnny 
Gallagher disqualified Zivic for turning 
Moran’ around and hitting the New Or- 
leans boxer when Moran’s back was 
turned. 

The disqualification caused a surprise 
and drew a demonstration of disap- 
proval from a crowd of. about 5,000 ex-~- 
cited fight fans. 

The crowd, though angered at the un- 
expected action of the referee, never- 
theless remained orderly and confined 
its demonstration efforts to caustic 
comments on the referee, the club and 
the State Athletic Commission. Referee 
Gallagher left the ring after disqualify- 
ing Zivic, and soon the boxers, Zivic 
crying, disappeared, but the crowd re- 
mained, continuing its verbal outbreak 
and stamping of feet for fully a half 
hour afterward. Not until the ring 


lights were extinguished did the crowd 
leave the arena. 

Opinion was practically unanimous 
that the disqualification was unjusti- 
fied. In denouncing the action of the 
referee, protestants pointed out that the 
rules of boxing specifically impose on 
the individual the responsibility of pro- 
tecting himself at all times. any de- 
clared that a question of ring ethics and 
ow gyre f was involved and not a 
— covered by any provision of the 
oxing rules. 

The bout, as far as it went, provided 

an on eg Ay in which Zivie 
furnished all t pe | and excit- 
ing work, The young ittsburgher 
battered his veteran rival.all over the 
ring through the first and second 
rounds with a varied assault with both 
hands to the body and face: Zivic was 
cautioned by Referee Gallagher in the 
first round and again in -the second 
for turning Moran about and striking 
a blow while Moran’s back was turned. 

Zivic, however, went methodically 
about his task of beating Moran, who 
was weakening perceptibly under Zivic's 
body fire when the Pittsburgh lad turned 
Moran about, swung a right to the face 
and was disqualified. Zivic weighed 135 
pounds and Moran 134% pounds. 

Bobby Garcia, former Camp Holabird 
(Md.) featherweight, received the de- 
cision over Earl Baird, Seattle veteran, 
in a_ bruising ten-round bout which 
served as the semi-final. Garcia proved 
himself a better slugger than the rugged 
Baird and had a comfortable lead on 
points when the final bell separated the 
boys in the midst of a spirited head-to- 
head exchange. Each boxer weighed 
128% pounds. 

Tommy Wint, White Plains middle- 
weight, won the decision over Jimmy 
Cancro in the six-round bout.

DEMPSEY TO REMAIN IDLE 


Late Date Makes It Unlikely That 
Winner WIII Get a Chance at 
the Title This Year. 


Harry Wills and Luis Angel Firpo will 
engage in a bout of not more than fif- 
teen rounds, on a new date and under 
different terms than were announced for 
this match some time ago, according to 
an announcement made yesterday by 
Promoter Tex Rickard. Following an ex- 
change of cablegrams with Firpo in 
South America, Rickard yesterday au- 
thorized the statement that Firpo had 
definitely agreed to box Wills and that 
Wills had also accepted the match. The 
promoter declined to name a definite 
date for the bout, but expressed a pref- 
erence for Aug. 80, which is a Satur- 


day. 

He plans to make the match a late- 
afternoon affair, starting about 5-o’clock 
and serving as the climax to a card of 
bouts which will begin at 2:30. While 
no definite announcement has been made 
on the subject, it is known Rickard plans 
to hold the bout in his arena in Jer- 
sey City. 

The canounemnent that the bout will 
be held late in August is accepted as 
indicating that Jack Dempsey, world’s 
heavyweight champion, will not defend 
his title this year. Rickard said he had 

lanned to match the winner of the 

Wills-Firpo match with the champion, 
but, although he asserted he has not 
heard recently from Dempsey, the pro- 
moter expressed doubt as to whether 
the champion would appear in a ring for 
a major bout this year. The late date 
for the Wills-Firpo match undoubtedly 
would interfere with plans for such an 
seperiens contest as a heavyweight 
title bout. 

Wills and Firpo were tentatively 
matched some time ago to box on Aug. 
28 at Rickard’s arena in Jersey City. 
When this announcement was made it 
was understood that Firpo was being 
guaranteed $250,000 and Wills $150,000 
for the bout. Following the disappoint- 
ing showing of Wills against Bartley 
Madden, however, Rickard determined 
to change his financial arrangements 
with the prospective ring rivals and im- 
mediately began negotiations by cable 
with Firpo on a new proposition. For 
a time it appeared that Firpo would 
reject the new offer. 

According to Rickard, both Wills and 
Firpo have accepted a percentage ar- 
rangement. The change in date fol- 
lowed a conference with the committee 
in charge of the international polo 
matches to be held Sept. 6 and 13, Rick- 
ard agreeing to hold his bout so that it 
would not interfere with the polo games. 


Firpo Confirms Agreement. 


BUENOS AIRES, June 23 (Associated 
Press).—Luis Firpo declared tonight that 
if the announcement made in New York 
by Tex Rickard meant that his condi- 
tions for a fight with Harry Wills had 


been accepted, then it could be said the 
negotiations ‘are closed. The Argentine 
heavyweight added, nowever, that any 
statement that the fight would be held 
in August must be erroneous, as the 
first week in September was_ the 
earliest he would be willing to fight. 

Firpo announced that in response to 
a cable message from the New York 
promoter last week he cabled a reply 
last night saying he was willing to fight 
Wills, provided his conditions were 
accepted, Up to tonight he had not re- 
ceived a further message.

U.S. WILL APPEAL 
ON POINT SCORING 


Olympic Officials Aboard Ship 
Decide to Enter Protest 
on Reaching Paris. 





ON BOARD THE 8. S. AMERICA, 
June 23 (by wireless to the Associated 
Press).—The American Olympic officials 
on board the America when they arrive 
in Paris will recommend that the 
Olympic point-scoring system, which has 
aroused considerable controversy for 
some time, shall provide that the num- 
ber of point scores be limited to the 
number of entries permitted each nation 
in each event. 

This was decided on today and the 
recommendation will be presented to the 
International Amateur Federation in 
Paris June 27 by the President, W. C. 
Prout, and delegates of the Amateur 
Athletic Union. The Olympic authori- 
ties recently decided that in scoring ath- 
letic events during the big week of July 
5 to 13, ten points should be awarded for 
first place, five for second, four for 
third, three for fourth, two for fifth and 
one for sixth. 

In a majority of the track and field 
events American entries are limited to 
four. The Americans, therefore, favor 
the five, three, two and one basis of 
scoring instead of the Olympic system. 
Where there are six entries, as in the 
Marathon and cross-country run, cor- 
responding to the number of places 
scored, the Americans recommended a 
basis by which the first place shall not 
exceed the total of the next three places. 


The American’ feeling is that the French 
overemphasize first place -in contests 
and do not attach the proper value to 
others who finish close up. 


Enthuslasm Runs High. 


Enthusiasm among the American ath- 
letes is high as they near the end of 
their voyage which, except for a score 
of minor casualties, has benefited the

CALLS GIFT TAX 
AN EXCISE LEVY 


Only Basis on Which It Can Be 
Sustained, Is Opinion 
Given by Lawyer. 


CITES FRICK DECISION 


Questions Raised as to the Retroac- 
tive Provisions of the 
Federal Law. 


The validity of the retroactive pro- 
visions in the gift tax has been made 
the subject of a discussion by Mark 
Bisner, a lawyer, of 17 East Forty- 
second Street, who cites the recent de- 
cision in the Frick case as bearing on 
this question, and expresses the belief 
that the tax itself can only be sus- 
tained as an excise tax. 

“The decision of the Frick case” by 
Judge Thonison in the United States 
District Court for the Western District 
of Pennsylvania contains some inter- 
esting sidelights bearing upon tax prob- 
lems other than those directly decided,” 
Mr. Eisner says. 

“One of the interesting questions 
which this decisiom brings up is the 
question of the validity of the retro- 
active provisions in the gift tax. The 
principle behind the Frick decision is 
that the Government has no right to 
levy an inheritance tax or a death 


duty upon something that did not be- | 


long to the decedent at the time of his 
death. In the Frick case the Court de- 


cided that proceeds of life insurance 
policies, some of which had been as- 
signed to members of Mr. _ Frick’s 
family prior to his death, and others 
of which were payable to them as 
beneficiaries, wére not taxable as part 
of his estate. In effect, the Court held 
that the privilege of transmission of 
property had already been transmitted 
prior to death. 

“The Revenue act of 1924 purports to

, of course, not a property tax, be- 
cause if it were it would bé unconstitu- 
tional. It is not an income tax, and be- 
sidés it is levied on thé donor and not 
upon the recipient.

“It should not from the foregoing be 
inferred, however, that there is any cer- 
tainty that the entire tax on gifts will 
be sustained. The theory of the tax on 
inheritance is that the right to trans- 
mit is a legal right as distinguished 
from a natural or inherent right, and 
that the Government which makes it 
legal may impose such conditions as it 
sees fit upon the transfer. The right to 
make gifts between persons living, on 
the other hand, seems to be a natural 
one, consisting merely in the giving up 
of the ownership and claim to property 
pan sete & for which no governmental 
sanction is necessary, and to tax this 
form of transaction seems to be tanta- 
mount to the taking of property without 
due process of law and contrary to the 
Constitution "*

More attention to industrial hygiene is 
suggested as a means of cutting down 
the sickness tax, Successful practices in 
many plants, which have resulted in 
drastically reducing time loss through 
sickness, are described in a booklet en- 
titled ‘‘Industrial Hygiene,’’ just issued 
by the Policyholders Service Bureau of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany. 

A cooperative health experiment was 
carried on jointly by»the Harvard Med- 
ical School and twenty-five Boston mer- 
chants to reduce the amount of pre- 
'yventable illness and injury among store 
employes. Both the working conditions 
in the stores and the physical condition 
of the workers were studied. The inves- 
tigation resulted in improvement in the 
seating arrangements, elimination § of 
eye-strain due to inadequate lighting, 
and improvement in ventilation and 
heating. A system of medical inspection 
and supervision was introduced to help 
the employes safeguard their health 
through greater attention to personal 
hygiene. 

It was found, for example, that half 
the women standing at work had foot 
trouble. Much of this is due to wearing 
shoes which either injure the spine by 
upsetting the body balance or cause foot 
injuries. A special ‘‘store shoe’’ has been 
devised which does much to correct such 
difficulties.

AS COTTON DECLINES 


Spot Price Down $2.50 a Bale 
From Saturday’s Clos- 
ing Level. 


WEATHER MORE FAVORABLE 


Conditions Prevailing in South Cause 
Increased Selling Here and 
at Liverpool. 


Trading in cotton became more active 
yesterday at lower values. The weather 
has been so well suited to bring the crop 
to a bétter state’ of growth and cultiva- 
tion that an improved outlook increased 
weight of contracts on the/market. A 
sélling movement started with the open- 
ing and continued under way until quo- 
tations of the month were recorded: for 
distant positions. Liquidation in July 
before notice day tomorrow caused lower 
prices for that position, though the de- 
cline halted around 28 cents, which was 
@ quarter of a cent above low figures of 
two weeks ago. Covering before thé 
close léft final quotations 47 to 52 points 
lowér on the day. 

During the past seven Mondays there 
has been an opening break on five. The 
fifth started yesterday with a weak Liv- 
érpool and execution of a sufficiént vol- 
ume of selling orders on the call to 
Cause @ loss of 12 to 20 points in quo- 
tations. Last Monday October op2ned 
at 25.55, but recovered to 26 cents be- 
fore the day was over. Yesterday, how- 
ever, the course of prices proved an €x- 
ception to its predecessors, in that, in- 
stead of improving aftér an opening ce- 
cline, selling pressure increased as the 
session advanced. First sales in October 
occurred at 25.55, but under steadily in- 
creasing weight of cotton had moved | 
half a cent lower by midday. Scale 
buying absorbed contracts. but demand 
was not such as to furnish resistance 
during the half-cent loss in quotations. 
The market steadied the last hour as a 
result of covering from several quar- 
ters. 

The unusual shifting of the hot wave 
from west to east of the Mississippi 
was again evident yesterday. Ticre 
was no station in Texas reporting a 
maximum of 100 degrees, whereas many 


points in Georgia reported over a hun- 
dred degrees for tne first time this 
season. This represented forcing weather 
in Atlantic sections similar to that pre- 
vailing in the Southwest the past two 
weeks. In addition to caoler weather, 
thirty-three of the fifty stations in 
Texas showéd precipitation both Satur- 
day and Sunday, though unevenly \dis- 
tributed. Rainfall proved heaviest in 
the Southwest, while Northern and 
Northwestern sections received only 
seatteréd showers where more moisture 
would be beneficial.

Experiment Station Offers 
Sorts for-Further Trial. 


‘“‘New or Noteworthy Fruits’’ is the 
title of a bulletin which is now being 
distributed by the New York State 
Agricultural Experiment Station at 
Geneva, N. Y., to the fruit growers of 
the Btate. Dr. U. P. Hedrick, station 
horticulturist and author of the publi- 
eatiun, describés several of the new 
contributions of the station plant breed- 
£8 to the fruit industry, including some 
new MclIhtosh-like apples, new small 
fruits, a new sweet cherry, a new plum 
and other additions. Besides developing 
new varieties by breeding, the station 
fruit men also uy out every kind of 
hardy fruit that will grow on the station 

rounds and recommend to New York 

rult growers those kinds which they 
believe to be worth further trial. 

“Fruit tree buyers are confused when 
they consult the nurserymen's cata- 
logues,’’ says Dr. Hedrick. ‘‘The great 
| number of new varieties offered from 
| every side, named and described to im- 
press the buyer that they possess nearly 
every quality and virtue of a perfect 
tree and fruit, perplex even the experi- 
enced pomologist. There is no State or 
national jury of approval, no pomologi- 
cal congress to pass upon the merits of 
these new fruits. This station attempts 
this task for New York. Every new 
fruit, of whatever kind, that will grow 
in the soil and climate of New York and 
serve a useful purpose in the fruit in- 
dust is grown to determine as well as 
may be its merits.’’ 

Planting stock of the new fruit 
originated at the station is always 
limited, it is explained, at least until 
the variety becomes fairly well estab- 
lished. When the station specialists are 
satisfied that a new sort deserves a trial 
by fruit growers, the new variety is 
turned over to the New York State 
Testing Association. This association, 
with headquarters at Geneva, then at- 
tempts to propagate the variety and 
distributes planting stock to reliable 
growers practically at cost. In this way 
the néw arrivals are given a much 
more thorough trial than would be 
possible on the station grounds.

RAILROADS REDUCE 
THEIR LABOR BILL 


Class 1 Companies in First 
Quarter of 1924 Pay $50,000,- 
000 Less Than in 1923. 


TRAFFIC ABOUT THE SAME 


Fewer Men Required Thts Year— 
Equipment In Better Condition 
and Weather Favorable. 


Figures compiled by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission through its Bu- 
reau of Statistics indicate that during 
the first three months of 1924 the rail- 
roads of the country made good on their 
promises to handle the same amount of 
traffic as in 1923 with fewer men and 
less costs. The labor bill of the Class 1 
railroads during the first quarter of this 
year was about $50,000,000 under the 


same period a year ago. 

During the early part of 1923, it is 
stated, the railroads had not entirely 
recovered from the effects of the shop- 
men’s strike and they were still spend- 
ing money in large amounts to get their 
equipment in a high state of repair. The 
Winter of ,1923 also was exceptionally 
unfavorable for the: handling of traffic. 
ag Bg these conditions were remedied 
in 1924. 

The opening of this year found the 
railroad equipment in better condition 
than for any corresponding period in 
the history of the _ railroads. The 
weather conditions also made it possi- 
ble for many of the railroads to handle 
their business less expensively. 

Iyxecutives contend that the first three 
months did not show any of the drastic 
cuts in forces that have been madem@ur- 
ing the last two months, because traffic 
then was moving at even a higher rate 
than in the corresponding months of 
the previous year. The railroads were 
saving what they could on dabor but 
they were not making the enforced re- 
trenchment that have taken place in 
April and May. :

Samuel Blumberg, counsel for the 
Merchants Ladies Garment Association,

WHEAT OPENS WEAK, | 
BUT GAINS AT CLOSE 


Drop at Liverpool Leads to Free 
Selling of All Grains Early, 
but Rally Comes. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, June 23.—A weak and low- 
er start and a strong and higher finish 
featured the grain markets, with Win- 
nipeg and Minneapolis leading the ad- 
vance. The trade was bearish early on 
the lower cables and bullish at the close 
‘on intimations of a bullish crop report 
from Winnipeg tomorrow. Liquidation 
ran its course at the start and the 
bears spent the balance of the day in 


getting back their sales. 

Fundamentally there has been no 
change in the world’s wheat condition. 
Late official reports confirm private re- 
ports of reduced crop estimates from 
Europe. One thing that stood out was 
the light business in new wheat at the 
Gulf, despite the decline in prices and 
the nearness of the movement of the 
new crop in the Southwest, which it 
will require active foreign buying to 
absorb. F 

Short interest in wheat was cut down 
by the advance. Shorts in corn had a 
bad day, as the stormy weather over 
Sunday coyering a large part of the 
corn belt offset the few bearisn factors 
and at the same time caught a good 
many traders short. 

Wheat closed % to % cent higher. Corn 
showed gains of 1% to 2 cents; oats 
were % cent to % higher; rye % to % 
higher. 

Wheat was bearish at the start bcause 
Liverpool was off more than expected, 
and the final close there was at declines 
of 1% to 24d. The feature that attracted 
attention was the strength in the North- 
western Spring wheat markets with re- 
ports of black rust mentioned, the first 
of this season. The trade always begins 
to look for black rust around this sea- 
son or a little later, and it furnished the 
sensation for the day. 

Wheat statistics were more in favor 
of the holders. The visible supply de- 
creased 1,452,000 bushels, bringing the 
total down to 37,300,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 28,300,000 last year. 

Primary receipts of wheat were 1,185,- 
000 bushels; year ago, 1,067,000. Ship- 
ments were 767,000 bushels; last year, 
745,000. 

Highest prices for corn, both cash and 
July, were made in Chicago and in the 
Southwestern markets with 90 cents for 
No. 2 yellow in Chicago, and 95% in St. 
Louis. All markets were lowest at the 
start and highest at the finish. Trading 
was not heavy and light selling pres- 
sure featured the trading operations 
ae the first rush was ovef at the 
close. 

The rush of oman at the start was 
based on the break in Liverpool wheat 
prices and generally fair weather for 
the wheat country. As to corn, however, 
it was the reverse over a good part of 
the leading corn States. 

Corn receipts were 661,000 bushels; 
last year 724,000, and shipments 553,000 
bushels; last year 288,000.

Arthur Scott Burden, who died June 
15, 1921, in a sanitarium where he had 
been a patient for several years because 
of mental trouble due to an accident 
when playing hockey, left a net estate 
of only $10,6M, according to the ap- 
praisal filed yesterday. His total estate 
was $98,662, of which $96,000 was his in- 
terest in property and trust fuhds left 
by his mother, Mary I. Burden, and 
other relatives. He had debts of $76,125, 
which included $70,000 due to his mother 
for loans made for his support and for 
care in the asylum when he was physi- 
cally incapacitated. 

Mr. Burden made no will, so his esttae 
went to his wife, Cynthia Roche Burden, 
who got $3,560, and his daughter Eileen, 
who received $7,120. Mrs. Burden was 
married to Guy Fairfax Cary, lawyer, 
on June 24, 1922. 

An appraisal of the estate of Miss 
Ethel L. McLean, daughter of the late 
James McLean, who was Vice President 
of the Phelps-Dodge Corporation, shows 
that her residuary estate, which she left 
to the Protestant Episcopal Church of 
the Incarnation, Thirty-fifth Street and 
Madison Avenue, amounted to $1,086,742. 

Miss McLean, who died May 6, 1923, 
had a total estate of $1,605,984. She 
gave her personal effects, valued at 
$30,504 to her mother, Sara T. McLean, 
and the éstate made a further payment 
of $70,000 to Mrs. McLean in settlement 
of her rights under the law which pro-
